[Text/ Turkology, which was initiated in Russia back in the Ich century, for a 
long time developed as an undivided philological discipline. At present it is a 
branched complex of humanities, which etudy the languages, history, literature, 
textology, folklore and culture of the peoples who speak Turkic languages. 









Soviet Turkology, having inherited the best from prerevolutionary Oriental studies, 
is being developed on a new--Marxist-Leniniest--methodological basis. The close con- 
nection of Soviet Turkology with practice, with the taske of cultural construction 
in the republics of the USSR with a Turkic-speaking population became ite decisive 
trait. In the 1920's Soviet scholars developed the scientific bases of new alpha- 
bets and orthographies for these peoples, took and have continued to take an active 
part in the compilation of textbooks for Turkic schoole and higher educational in- 
stitutions and in the regulation of the terminology. For a number of Turkic lan- 
guages and especially for the young written languages, for which the emergence of 
a literary language is taking place, ite dialectal principles were determined and 
norms of a unified national language were elaborated on the basis of the leading 
dialect. 





A characteristic feature of modern Soviet Turkology is ite extensive geography and 
the sultinationality of its personnel. Turkological studies are being conduct ed 
not only in the traditional centers--Leningrad, Moscow and Kazen', but also in 
Alma-Ata, Ashkhabad, Baku, Kemerovo, Nal'chik, Novosibirsk, Nukus, Samarkand, Tash- 
kent, Thiliei, Ufa, FPrunze, Cheboksary, Yakutek and other cities. Multivolume 
histories of all the Turkic-speaking peoples of the USSR have been published, a 
wide range of socio-economic and cultural problems of the Middle Ages, modern and 
the latest times: agrarian history, the social structure of society, classes and 
the class struggle, the experience of building socialiem and communiem, the inter- 
action of the cultures of the Turkic-speaking peoples with the cultures of other 
peoples of the USSR and the strengthening of their fraternal friendship, are be- 
ing studied. 

















In the past decade the study of the languages, history, literature and ethnography 
of the Turkic~speaking peoples of neighboring countries hae also been stepped up. 
The development of neighborly relations of the USSR with these countries is an ac- 
tive stimulus of the expaneion of research, 


The all-union academic journal SOVETSKAYA TURKOLOGIYA, the publication of which wae 
assigned to the Aserbaijan SSR Academy of Sciences (the editor in chief te Academi- 
cian of the Aserbaijan SSR Academy of Sciences M. Shiraliyev), wae founded in 1970. 
Thie theoretical scientific periodical Turkological organ, the firet in our coun- 
try, covers extensively the resulte of research on Turkic Linguistics, Literary 
scholarship and folkloristice, ensuring the timely mutual information of Turkolo- 
giets. During the past 10 years 60 issues of the journal have been published in 
Maku. The moet important resulte of scientific research in the area of Turkology 
- “7 a ta in the articles, reports, reviews and other materials published in 

t journal. 


In order to improve the coordination of the ecientific research in the field of 
Turkology, 48 well as to etrengthen international contacts and ecientific coopera~ 
tion with the Turkeologiste of foreign countries the Soviet Committee of Turkolo- 
giete wae established in 1973 in the Department of Literature and Language of the 
USSR Academy of Sciences by a decree of the Presidium of the USSR Academy of Sci- 
ences. Turkologiste of all specialties--linguists, literary scholare and folklor-~ 
ists, historians and ethnographers, ae well as representatives of pedagogical 
acience=-belong to it. The committee unites scholars from the institutes of the 
USSR Academy of Sciences and the academies of sciences of the union republice ard 
higher educational inetitutions of the country. A bureau consisting of 13 people 
directs the current work of the committee. Academician A. Kononov has been the 
chairman of the committee sinces ite founding, hie deputies are E. Tenishev (Morcow) 
and M. Nurmukhamedov (Tashkent). 


The committee assists scientific institutions in determining the most urgent prob- 
leme in the field of Turkology, promotes the coordination and cooperation of Turko- 
logical scientific developments, the focusing of the attention of scholars on the 
most important ‘irections of Turkology, the elimination of the abundance of minor 
themes and duplication in the plane of scientific research work on linguistics and 
philology, which is carried out at ecientific institutions and higher educational 
institutions of the Turkic-speaking republics and oblasts of the USSR. The com- 
mittee prepares and holds scientific meetings. The most important task of the com- 
mittee is participation in the long-term planning of Turkological studies, the co- 
operation of the efforts of specialiets for the successful implementation of com- 
prehensive plans. 


At the annual plenary meetings of the committee the urgent theoretical problems oi 
Soviet Turkology are discussed, the results of the research activity of the main 
Turkological centers of the country are summarized, the plans of the measures be- 
ing implemented by the committee jointly with scientific research institutes are 
approved. ! 


For the purposes of the most complete information on the work of Turkologists of 
the country on the instructions of the commit’ee the Sector of Turkic and Mongolian 
Languages of the Institute of Linguistics of the USSR Academy of Sciences is keep- 
ing a record of the books, collections and © sertation abstracts on Turkic lin- 
guistics, which are published in the country. 











The long-range plan of the work of the committee for 1961-1985 provides for the 
further concentration of scientific forces on the most urgent problems in the field 
of Turkic Linguistics and the Turkological disciplines related to it, the improve= 
ment of the methods and techniques of the descriptive, historical, comparative hie- 
torical and contrastive etudy of the phonetics, grammar and lexicon of the Turkic 
languages, as well as the further development of dialectography and area studies. 
it is envisaged to complete the compilation of corpuses of the monuments of ancient 
Turkic writing, which come from different regions of the habitation of Turkic- 
speaking peoples on the territory of the USSR. The publication of these monuments 
is important for the study of both the history of the Turkic languages and the hie- 
tory of their bearers. 


The committee in cooperation with the Problem Commission for the Theory and History 
of Literary Languages attached to the Inetitute of Linguistics of the USSR Academy 
of Sciences is coordinating the studies on the typology and history of the Turkic 
literary languages, beginning with the oldest written records. Jointly with the 
Archeographic Commission of the USSR Academy of Sciences it is planned to continue 
the gathering of Turkic and Mongolian manuscripts and the standardization of the 
ose of description of Turkic manuscripte in the book repositories of the Soviet 
nion. 


The most topical collective work with r ct to practice and theory--"Lingvisti- 
cheskiy atlas tyurkekikh yazykov SSSR" /A Linguistic Atlas of the Turkic Languages 
of the ussr/ (LATYa SSSR)--is being completed under the aegis of the Soviet Commit- 
tee of Turkologists. The director of the work iu M. Shiraliyev, the scientific 
consultant for mapping is M. Borodina. The atlaw is being developed according to 
a uniform method with the participation of dialectologists of all the Turkological 
scientific centers of the country. Since 1977 working meetings and conferences of 
the four geographic zones belonging to the LATYa SSSR and a permanent seminar on 
Turkic linguistic geography have been held annually. At present the materials by 
zones are being tabulated and the obtained data are being mapped. Thus, the work 
on the dummy copy of the first (proof) volume of the LATYa SSSR is being completed. 
This work will be a reliable basis for the elaboration of a general classification 
of the Turkic languages and dialects, their comparative historical analysis, as 
well as the etudy of the history of the Turkic-speaking peoples. 


The committee is taki rt in the compilation of the international "Lingvisti- 
cheskiy atlas Evropy” /A Linguistic Atlas of Burope/ (the Turkic-speaking regions 
of the European part of the USSR) and is promoting a number of major promising 
scientific operations which are of er we and applicd importance. Among them 
are "Korpus drevnetyurkskikh pamyatnikov”2 /A Corpus of Ancient Turkic Monument s/, 
"Korpus epigraficheskikh (bulgarskikh) pamyatnikov Povolzh' ya" iA Corpus of Epi- 
graphic (Bulgarian) Monuments of the Volga River Region/ and “Korpus severokavkaz- 
skikh runicheskikh pamyatnikov" /A Corpus of Northern Caucasian Runic Monument s/ . 


Translations into Russian of such unique written monuments of the lith century as 
the first dialectal dictionary of the Turkic languages of (Mahmud Kashgarskiy) and 
the ethical didactic poem ("Kutadgu bilig”) (in press) have been undertaken on the 
initiative of the Soviet Committee of Turkologists. A volume of collected works 
of Academician A. Samoylovich, "Tyu. skoye yazykoznaniye" [Turkic Linguistics/, and 
a collective monograph, “Tyurkskiye dialekty SSSR" /Turkic Dialects of the USSR/, 
have been prepared for publication. The series “Turkological Collections,” the 
—* board of which is made up of committee members, has been published 

since 1970. 














The most important component of Turkic linguistics is the study of the Tur«ic dia- 
lecte and subdialecte of the USSR, which are being leveled more and more under the 
influence of the standardized language of radio, television, the press and school. 
A diagram handbook for the description of Turkic dialects has been developed as an 
experiment on the orders of the committee for the purpose of increasing the level 
of work on Turkic dialectology. 


ihe Linguistic examination of ancient and medieval Turkic written monuments is no 
less important for Turkic linguistics. The committee (aleo as an experiment) com- 
missioned a group of language historians to develop a manual for the phonetic- 
grammatical and lexical description of the monuments of Turkic writing. A discus- 
sion of the two named manuals has already taken place at the Institute of Linguis-~- 
tics of the USSR Academy of Sciences and work is being carried out on their im- 
provement. 


All-Union Turkological Conferences, which continue the tradition of the first All- 
Union Turkological Congress held in 1926 in Baku, are held every 4 years. They are 
devoted to the most urgent problems of Turkic linguistics, the development of na 
tional Literatures, folklore, the ethnic and cultural history of the Turkic- 
speaking peoples of the USSR. The Second 411-Union Turkological Conference was 
held in Alma-Ata in 1976.3 


The most important directions of the development of Tur. linguistics, literary 
scholarship, folkloristics, the history, archeology and etnnography of the Turkic- 
speaking peoples were specified and made concrete at the Third All-Union Turkologi- 
cal Conference (Tashkent, September 1980). The work of the conference took place 
it plenary meetings and in three sections: the linguistic, literary and history 
sections. 


Ac the plenary meetings 4 reports were heard, at the section meetings about 450 re- 
ports and communications were heard. Their problems were determined by the achieve- 
ments in different fields of Turkology. Research on the comparative historical 
grammar of the Turkic languages has been developed extensively in the fields of 
Turkic linguistics in the 4 years that have passed since the Second All-Union 
Turkological Conference. Works on the historical grammar of the Chuvash and Bash- 
kir languages have been published; a historical morphology of the Uzbek language 

nas been prepared for publication. The study of medieval Turkic literary languages 
from the standpoint of the functional stylistic and differential genre approach to 
their analysis has begun. Works on the language of runic, ancient Uigur and 
Chagatay monuments, as well as Volumes 2 and 3 of "Etimologicheskiy slovar’ tyurk- 
skikh yazykov" /An Etymological Dictionary of the Turkic Languages/ have been pub- 
lished. A large number of works on theoretical problems of the linguistics and 
history of individual Turkic languages, lexicography and lexicology have been pub- 
lished in recent years. Among them are "Ocherki po sravnitel'noy moriologii 
tyurkskikh yazykov (Imya)" /Studies on the Comparative Morphology of the Turkic 
Languages (The Noun)/ (Leningrad, 1977), "Istoriko-tipologicheskaya morfologiya 


tyurkskikh yazykov" /A Historical Typological Mornhology of the Turkic Languages. 
(Moscow, 1979) and "Sravnitel'no-istoricheskaya grammatika tyurkskikh yazykov" 
/A Comparative Historical Grammar of the Turkic Languages/ (Baku, 1979) in which 
the entire body of the study: the phonetics, morphology and syntax, is given for 
the first time; "Tyurkoyazychnyye arealy Kavkaze" /Turkic-Speaking Areas of the 
Caucasus/ (Moscow, 1979), in which unknown, ~-~ dead languages (for example, 











Khazar) are reconstructed for the first time; "Iseledovaniye tyurkoyazychnogo pa- 
myatnika 'Kisekbash kitaby'" /The Study of the Turkic Monument "Kisekbash Kitaby'7 
(Moscow, 1979); "Kypchakskiye yazyki Uralo-Povolzh'ya. Opyt sinkhronicheskoy i 
diakhronicheskoy kharakteristiki" [The Kypchak Languages of the Ural-Volga River 
Region. An Attempt at a Synchronous and Diachronous Characterization/ (Moscow, 
1979); "“Konvergentsiya armyano~kypchakskogo yazyka k slavyanskim v XVI-XVII vekakh" 
/The Convergence of the_Armenian-Kypchak Language With the Slavic Languages in 

the loth-l7th Centuries/ (Kiev, 1979); "Staroosmanskiy yazyk" /The Old Osmani Lan- 
guage/ (Moscow, 1979); "Tolkovyy slovar' tatarskogo yazyka" [hn Explanatory Diction- 
ary of the Tatar Language/ (in 3 volumes, Vol I, II, Kazan', 1977, 1979); "“Toponi- 
micheskiy slovar' Gornogo Altaya" /A Place-Name Dictionary of the Altay Mountains / 
(Gorno-Altaysk, 1979); "Grammatika yazyka tyurkekikh runicheskikh pamyatnikov 
VII-IX_vv." /A Grammar of the Language of Turkic Runic Monuments of the 7th-9th Cen- 
turies/ (Leningrad, 1980) and others. The study of the history of Turkic lingute- 
tics and Turkology as a whole is being developed more and more extensively. 


During the years between the Second and Third All-Union Turkological Conferences 
the actention of Soviet Turkologists was concentrated on the philosophical problems 
of Turkic literatures and their role in the ideological struggle of their times. 
Among the latter works there should be named: "“Ideologicheskaya bor'ba 1 sovremen- 
nyye literatury zarubezhnogo Vostoka" [The Ideological Struggle and the Modern 
Literatures of the Foreign East/ (Moscow, 1977), "U ietokov turetekoy literatury 
(voprosy mirovozzreniya)" [ht the Sources of Turkish Literature (Problems of Philos- 
ophy)/ (Tbilisi, 1979), “Poeziya Yunusa Emre. K voprosu o gumanizme v literature 
srednikh vekov" /The Poetry of (Unus Emre). On the Question of Humanism in the 
Literature of the Middle Ages/ (Moscow, 1980). A number of works are devoted to 
the main trends and schools of Turkish poetry and prose of the 1960's and 1970's.4 
The next collection "Pushkin v stranakh zarubezhnogo Vostoka" /Pushkin in the Coun- 
tries of the Foreign East/ (Moscow, 1979) has been published in the series "Russian 
Classics and (he Literature of the Foreign East." The book "Samed Vurgun i litera- 
tura narodov S°SR" /(Samed Vurgun) and the Literature of the Peoples of the USS 
(Baku, 1976) is devoted to the interaction of the national literatures of the t 
Soviet Union. During the 10th Five-Year Plan the publication of the mu): volume 
"Istoriya uzbekskoy literatury" /The History of Uzbek Literature/ (Tashk 
1976-1980) and "Istoriya turkmenskoy literatury" [the History of Turkmen Litera- 
ture/ (Ashkhabad, 1976-1978) was completed, while "Ocherki istorii turkmenskoy 
sovetskoy literatury" /Studies on the History of Turkmen Soviet Literature/ (Moscow, 
1980) was also published. 


Modern historical science is devoting much attention to the study of the ethnic 
history and culture of the Turkic-speaking peoples of the USSR in the unified sys- 
tem of their historical relations with the non-Turkic peoples during different 
periods of history. Such works as "Ocherki etnicheskoy istorii yuzhnykh rayonov 
Tadzhikistana i Uzbekistana" /Studies on the Ethnic History of the Southern Regions 
of Tajikistan and Uzbekistan/ (Moscow, 1976), "Ocherki etnicheskoy istorii formiro- 
vaniya naseleniya Yuzhnogo Turkmenistana" /Studies on the Ethnic History of the 
Formation of the Population of Southern Turkmenistan/ (Ashkhabad, 1977), "Istori- 
cheskaya etnografiya bashkirskogo naroda" /The Historical Ethnography of the Bash- 
kir People/ (Ufa, 1978), "Etnogenez_/ etnicheskaya istoriya tyurkskikh narodov Si- 
birii i sopredel'nykh territoriy" /The Ethnogenesis and Ethnic History of the 
Turkic Peoples of Siberia ana the Contiguous Territories] (Omsk, 1979), “Narody i 
yazyki Sibiri" /The Peoples ana ‘anguages of Siberia/ (Novosibirsk, 1980) have been 
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published on_ these problems, "“Istoriko~etnograficheskiy atlas Sredney Azii i Ka- 
zakhetana” /A Historical Ethnographic Atlas of Central Asia and Kasakhetan/, the 
firet edition of which was prepared by the Sector of Central Asia and Kazakhetan of 
the Inacitute of Ethnography of the USSR Academy of Sciences with the participation 
of echolare of the republic academies of aciences, is of great interest. The study 
of national relations and present-day ethnic processes under the conditions of the 
development of the new historical community=-the Soviet people--occupies an impor- 
tant place in the problems of historical science. A number of works have been pub- 
lished: "Natsional'nyye otnoshentya SSSR na sovremennom etape (na materiale reapub- 
lik Sredney Azii i Kagakhetana)" tional Relations of the USSR at the Present 
Stage (Based on Material of the Republics of Central Asia and Kazakhstan)/ (Moscow, 
1979), "Sovremennyye etnicheskiye protsessy u sibirekikh tatar" /Present-Day Ethnic 
Processes Among the Siberian Tatars/ (Tomek, 1979). 


Questions of the © \segenesis of a number of Turkic-speaking peoples and of the 
regional ethnocultural relations of the Turkic-speaking peoples with peoples speak- 
ing other languages from ancient times to our day were discussed in the history sec- 
tion of the Third All-Union Turkological Conference; attention was also devoted to 
questions of the publication of narrative sources on the history of the Turkic- 
speaking peoples. 


The linguistic section of the conference focused the min attention on the history of 
national Turkic Languages, including literary languages (beginning with the early 
Middle Ages), on theoretical problems of the relationship of the history of society 
and the history of language, the study of dialects in the system of linguistic re- 
ations, the mutual influence and mutual enrichment of the Turkic languages, the 
Lheoretical principles and experience of the .ompilation of dialectal, explanatory 
and etymological dictionaries. The round-table meetings were devoted to the correc~ 
tion of the compiled maps of the LATYa SSSR. 


‘he following questions were examined in the literary section: Lenin's teaching on 
national culture and the fate of Turkic literature, the image of Lenin in the poetry 
of Central Asia and Kazakhstan, the role of the traditions of Russian classics in 
the literature of the Volga River and Urals regions, the study of the eastern con- 
tacts of Kazakh lLitereture, the formation of the literature of socialist realism in 
the republics of Central Aelia, a typology of the development of the genre of the 
novel in the Literatures of Central Asia and Kazakhstan, the internationalization 
and mutual enrichment of national cultures, the problem of the classification of 
images in the Turkic literature of socialist realism, the comprehensive analysis of 
creative artistic work. 


In the reports on folkloristics, the present development of which is characterized 
by the intensive elaboration of the problems of the typology of folklore, the in- 
tensive study of the historical epic of the Turkic-speaking peopies and its gene- 
sis,® as well as the broad scope of expeditionary activity, the problems of typolo- 
ay ond uniqueness in the epic work were raised and methodological questions of the 
study of folklore elements in young written liter: tures were discussed. 


The need for the further development and extension of the studies in the field of 

the history of the formation of the Turkic national and literary languages, dialec- 
tology and dialectography, the consideration of Turkological aspects when elaborat- 
ing historical and ethnographic problems, pa.cicularly the problems of the regione: 








study of the history of the peoples of the USSR was indicated in the recommendations 
adopted at the conference, he appropriate coordination of the work of the histori- 
ans, who are participating in the preparation of "Korpus drevneyshikh istochnikov 

po intorii SSSR" /A Corpus of the Oldest Sources or the History of the USSR/ and 

the corpuses of ancient Turkic runic monuments, ie necessary. Great efforts have 

to be exerted in order to eliminate the thematic isolation when studying the hie- 
tory of material culture, ethnic problems such as, for example, the chronologiza- 
tion of the Turkic ethnos, The intensification of the studies and the broaden of 
their geography are also increasing the demande on the cooperation of the efforte 

of scholars. It is a matter, in particular, of drawing the attention of scholars 

to the problems of literary mutual influences, the relations of folklore and litera- 
ture and the extension of the typological approech to the study of Turkic litera- 
tures. 





Along with the all-union conferences, thematic scientific meetings are conducted on 
the initiative of the Soviet Committee of Turkologiste. In 1979-1980 they were de- 
voted to urgent problems of Soviet Uigur studies, the dialectology of the Turkic 
languages, interethnic communities and the interrelations of the folklore of the 
peoples of the Volga River region and the Urals and other urgent problems of the 
study of the history, literature and languages of the Turkic peoples. 


Turkologists of the USSR are participating in the international cooperation of 
scholars. The members of the Soviet Committee of Turkologists are participants in 
the Permanent International Conference of Altaists (PIAK), The active role of the 
representatives of Soviet Turkology in the work of this organization has been com- 
mended by the awarding of the Gold Medal of the PIAK to Academician A. Kononov and 
N. Baskakov. Soviet Turkology was represented at the Third World Turkological Con- 
gress (Istanbul, 1979).’ The participation of foreign scholers in the work of the 
all-union Turkological conferences is becoming a tradition. Thus, Turkologists 
from Bulgaria, Hungary, the GDR, Poland, the FRG and Sweden were present at the 
conference in Tashkent. Foreign scholars have more than once published articles 
on the pages of the journal SOVETSKAYA TYURKOLOGIYA,. 


The compilation of a large Joint work of scholars of the USSR and Hungary, "Osnovy 
tyurkskogo yazykoznaniya" e Principles of Turkic Linguistics/, should become a 
new stage in the development of the cooperation of Turkologists. 


Soviet Turkology is faced with the task of conducting basic research, which is not 
only of theoretical importance, but also helps to determine the further practical 
means of developing the national culture of the peoples of the Turkic republics of 
the USSR and of increasing their contribution to the cause of building communism.

In our day, the USSR Academy of Arts, the nation's lead- 
ing scientific-creative center, uniting the greatest figures in Soviet art, is 
ensuring the constant development and establishment of the fine arte of all 
nationalities and ethnic groups in our country and is making an impressive contri- 
bution to the construction of communiem.

The ancient cliff drawings of Gobustan and bas- 
reliefs of Bailov Castle, unique examples of medieval architecture, such as 
Adzhemi Nakhichevani's immortal creation, the mausoleum of Momine-Khacun, the 
palace of the Shirvan shahs and the Maiden'« Tower in Baku, the famous murals of 
the Khan palace in Sheki and classic examples of tugmaking and other forms of 
decorative art represent imperishable pages in the chronicle of human civilization. 
\\l of these embody the Azerbaijani people's wisdom and inexhaustible store of 
creative imagination and aesthetic taste. 


The realiem, elegance and lyriciem of Azerbaijan's miniatures, which represent one 
of the brilliant pages in the history of the art of the Near and Middle East, are 
still amazing today. Our classical poetry and the geniuses who wrote it, such as 
Nizami, Khagani, Nasimi and Figuli, defined in their works the humanistic content 
and ideological import of miniature painting and left a vivid mark on the develop- 
ment of its artistic form. The best examples of miniature art, painted by the 
fine brush of l6th-century artist Sultan Muhammed and many others, are rightfully 
part of the gold reserves of our national artistic heritage.

Their works, which carried on the spirit of the miniatures, contained elements of 
Russian and European easel painting. A shining talent appeared on the horizon at 
the beginning of the 20th century--Bekhruza Kengerli, an artist raised on the best 
traditions of Russian realistic art.

few talented poets, architects and painters. They passionately dreamed about a 
time when the magical strength of art would enter the life of the people and lift 
them to the highest pinnacles of the human spirit. The dreams of generations 
finally came true.

The fine arte truly flourished after the victory of the Soviet regime and as a 
result of the implementation of the Communiat Party's Leniniat national policy. 
An important role in the establishment of a Soviet achool of art in the republic 
was played by its prominent spokesmen, Azim Agimzade, Rustam Muetafayev, Sattar 
Bakhlulzade, Fuad Abdurakhmanov, Petr Sabseay, Gazanfar Khalykov and others, Many 
talented works by our master painters have won nationwide recognition and have 
been displayed in several major international art exhibite. 


Pro.ound socioeconomic and  piritual changes in the Life of Soviet Azerbaijan in 
the 1970's immeasurably enriched all currents and forme of our pictorial and 
plastic arta. Many brilliant works have won the respect and recognition of the 
Soviet people and the world artistic intelligentsia. There is a strong revolu- 
tionary theme in the works of Azerbaijani sculptors. Monuments have been erected 
in the republic capital and other cities in honor of unyielding fighters for the 
happiness of our people: the leader of the revolution, Viadimir Il'ich Lenin, and 
Lenin's Bolshevik guards --F. Dzerzhinskiy, N. Narimanov, S. Shaumyan, 

M. Azizbekov and A. Dzhaparidze. Monuments have been erected to honor outstanding 
cultural figures. 


On the eve of the 60th anniversary of the Azerbaijan SSK and the Communist Party 

of Azerbaijan, as I have already mentioned, a majestic work of architecture and 
sculpture was unveiled in Baku in memory of the legendary Lith Red Army. The 
heroism of Soviet fighters has been immemorialized in the monuments commemorating 
the 77th and 416th Azerbaijani divisions on Mount Sapun near Sevastopol’ and on 

the Sambek Heights near Taganrog. More than 100 monuments and obelisks have been 
erected in republic rayons to commemorate soldiers who lost their lives. The works 
of talented artists devoted to the theme of military glory instill our people and 
the younger generation with wholehearted love for their motherland and bring about 
the conscious decision of sons to follow their fathers’ example and stand guard over 
the peaceful labor of the Soviet people. 


The role of the fine arts in the development of the spiritual and moral character 
of our contemporaries can be seen quite clearly against the background of 
Azerbaijan's dramatic economic and cultural development in the years of the Ninth 
and Tenth Five-Year Plans. Important processes in the art world in the 1970's 
attested to its intense and productive development. New works focused attention 
on the spiritual world of the worker. It was at this time that republic artists 
returned to fundamental matters of sociopolitical and moral significance with more 
conviction than ever before. "We Are Building Communism,” the republic art 
exhibit commemorating the 26th CPSU Congress, was a review of the achievements of 
Azerbaijan's school of Soviet fine arts in the interpretation and depiction of 
crucial aspects of communist construction.

Soviet fine arte and all of Soviet 
culture are forceful enough to not only raise these issues boldly, but also--and 
mainly--to resolve them successfully. Questions connected with the further 
development of literature and art, the elevation of their ideological standards, 
the reinforcement of the Marxist-Leninist indoctrination of the creative intelli- 
gentsia and the popularization of genuine aesthetic values and the best examples 
of art are matters of constant concern to the CPAz Central Committee.

Carefully developing old traditions and inatilling their national form with pro- 
found socialist content, our artiste and architects have done much to heighten 

the aesthetic significance of new monumental structures. The marks of beauty, 

good taste and, I would even say, profvund reapect for the man of labor can be 
seen in the air conditioner plant, the new footwear factory on Moskovekiy 
Prospekt, the Agelektroterm Plant, the Gyulistan Amusement Palace and other 
structures. The subtle combination of modern architectural forme with national 
ornamental design and mosaics has given these enterprises a unqiue, truly socialist 
appearance. 


The synthesis of the arte is of great social significance in city planning, 
reflecting the comprehensive resolution of political and social problems. And 
although there has been notice le success, with which everyone is pleased, in the 
artistic development of the republic capital's appearance in recent years, it is 
this very success that testifies to the great creative reserves of architecture 
and the fine arte and their important role in the aesthetic transformation of the 
environment. 


At the same time, as Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev stressed in his report at the 26th 

CPSU Congress, urban construction in general needs more artistic import and variety. 
New architectural multipurpose structures, residential complexes, parks, squares 

and plazas must have unique aesthetic features, embodied in such media as sculpture, 
murals and the decorative arts. We regard practical work in this area as an 
important task, as the mainstream of all contemporary republic art. We hope that 
all representatives of republic culture will mobilize their efforts, abilities and 
talents tor the successful attainment of this important and crucial objective. 

We are certain that the creation of a new department in the Academy of Arts, embracing 
architecture and the monumental arts, will play a positive role in the effective 
synthesis of the arts. This will restore the original function of the Academy of 
Arts, which was founded as the "Academy of the Three Distinguished Arts"--sculipture, 
painting and architecture.

ALIYEV ADDRESSES APSHERONSKIY RAYON PARTY AKTIV 
Baku BAKINSKIY RABOCHIY in Russian 5 Apr 81 pp 1-2 


[Report by special AZERINFORM correspondent on 3 April 1981 meeting of Apsheronskiy 
Rayon party aktiv: "We Must Secure Past Accomplishments and Move Ahead") 


[Excerpt] The objectives of the rayon party organization, connected with the 
fulfillment of 26th CPSU Congress decisions and the statements and conclusions set 
forth by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev in his ceport, were discussed by a meeting of the 
party aktiv of Apsheronskiy Rayon on 3 April. 


A report was presented by First Secretary T. A. Gumbatova of the party raykom. 
Communists and all working people in the rayon, she said, have responded with tre- 
mendous excitement and hearty approval to the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress 
and the objectives set forth in Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's report, as if these con- 
stitute an intensive program of action. 


The 26th congress worked out a food program, the fulfillment of which will depend 
on the further development of agriculture and the augmentation of its effective- 
ness. Apsheronskiy Rayon, the speaker noted, which became the largest supplier of 
animal husbandry products in Azerbaijan during the years of the 10th Five-Year 
Plan, can and must make a fitting contribution to this nationwide cause. 


Comrade Gumbatova discussed the successes of rayon workers in the past 5 years. 
The plan for milk production was fulfilled within 4 years, and the meat production 
plan was fulfilled within 4 years and 2 months. The output of milk was almost 

1.5 times as great as during the previous 5-year period, and the output of meat, 
eggs and wool was more than 1.7 times as great. The 10th Five-Year Plan became an 
important stage in the construction and start-up of modern animal husbandry comp- 
lexes, the reinforcement of interfarm cooperation, the upgrading of livestock 
breeds and the expansion of the fodder base. These undertakings helped to heighten 
production efficiency and improve product quality, as a resuli of which the income 
of farms doubled, the working and living conditions of animal husbandry workers 
improved and their level of well-being rose. 


In reference to the objectives set for the llth Fiv2-Year Plan, the speaker noted 
that their attainment would necessitate the further mobilization of the efforts of 
rayon workers and the fuller use of reserves and existing potential. It is the 

duty of party, trade-union, Komsomol and admir‘strative organs to ensure that the 











lith Five-Year Plan become a period of the continued rise of all branches of 
agriculture. Leading animal husbandry workers and farmers have launched broad- 
scale socialist competition for the fulfillment of five-year-plan assignments a 
year ahead of schedule, Their initiative has been supported by hundreds of field 
and farm workers and many labor collectives. 


Comrade Gumbatova gave considerable attention to existing shortcomings and unsolved 
problems and she raised a number of important questions, stating that the fulfill- 
ment of plans and high socialist commitments would depend largely on their resolu- 
tion. It will be necessary to improve land reclamation and thoroughly develop a 
sprinkler irrigation network on farms, as this will be extremely important in the 
arid climate of the Apsheron peninsula. The construction and start-up of economic 
units, particularly animal husbandry, cultural and consumer facilities, must be 
accelerated, and municipal services must be improved in villages and sovkhoz set- 
tlements. The problem of supplying farms with skilled specialists has not been 
solved yet either. 


In this connection, Comrade Gumbatova criticized the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Ministry of the Construction Industry, Ministry of Rural Construction and the 
Main Administration of the Azerbaijan SSR for Land Reclamation and Water Manage- 
ment for not giving Apsheronskiy Rayon the necessary assistance in the resolution 
of personnel problems, the accelerated construction of new animal husbandry and 
poultry breeding complexes and the enlargement of existing ones. 


Questions connected with heightening the effectiveness of agricultural production 
were the main topic of discussion at the meeting. Milker Zakhra Sadykhova from 

the Shuraabad Dairy Sovkhoz, whose cows gave an average of 5,285 kilograms of milk 
each last year, told of her work experience. I do believe, though, the outstanding 
worker said, that I can work even better and can pass up my rivals in the competi- 
tion from neighboring farms, Makhmuzar Kurbanov and Khurma Salakhova, who obtain 
more than 6,000 kilograms of milk. Z. Sadykhova raised the issue of the need to 
accelerate the construction of a new animal husbandry complex on the sovkhoz for 
raising highly productive strains of heifers, intended for the simultanous mainte- 
nance of 3,000 head of young cows. The opening of this complex will be accompanied 
by considerable improvement in the augmentation and upgrading of the dairy herd on 
all farms in Apsheronskiy Rayon. 


We are still not doing enough to solve the problem of training young personnel, 
First Secretary Ali Bakhshaliyev of the Komsomol raykom said in his report. Last 
year the number of young machine operators and animal husbandry workers trained in 
the rayon was slightly over a hundred, which is obviously not enough. For this 
reason, the vocational guidance of students in rural schools requires all-round 
improvement. 


The funds spent on the erection of the Apsheronskiy pork production complex were 
recouped within 4 years instead of the 6 years stipulated in the plan, complex 
Director Veli Nasibov said in his report. This is the result of the strict 
observance of technology, the systematic augmentation of meat production and the 
reduction of overhead costs. Just last year, the complex earned 1.9 million 
rubles in profits, or almost double the assignment for this indicator. Nasibov 
criticized the republic Ministry of Procurement for the failure of enterprises in 
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its combination fodder industry to ship fodder on achedule, in addition to which 
the fodder ia of poor quality. 


The difficult labor of sheepherders was discussed by Salim Azizov, senior 

shepherd at the Gobustan Sheepbreeding Sovkhoz. Because they spend most of their 
time in winter pastures with their flocks, he said, shepherds experience many 
inconveniences. In spite of these difficulties, however, their work is vigorous 
and highly productive. Last year, for example, I obtained an average of 106 lambs 
from each 100 sheep and brought the wool yield of each sheep up to 5.2 kilograms, 
which exceeded the assignment by almost a third, Azizov said. The sovkhoz collec- 
tive decided to sell the state 155 tons of wool and 250 tons of meat, or consider- 
ably more than called for in the plan. Azizov asked the administrators of the 
republic Ministry of Agriculture to pay more attention to the needs of shepherds. 
They need special living quarters. The organization of cultural and consumer 
services for animal husbandry workers in winter pasturing areas also leaves much 
to be desired. 


The need for the further development of viniculture was discussed in a report by 
Director Idayat Safarov of the Apsheronskiy Grape-Growing Sovkhoz, who stressed 
that the successful fulfillment of the stepped-up 1981 program for the production 
of the amber clusters would require improvement in the irrigation water supply of 
farms. This will necessitate the more energetic use of ground water resources and 
the introduction of an underground irrigation system. 


Secretary Musa Abdullayev of the party committee of the Kilyazinskiy Livestock- 
®reeding Sovkhoz and instructor Abbaskuli Guseynov from the Fatmainskaya Rural 
Secondary School spoke proudly of the successes of rayon workers in the 10th Five- 
Year Plan and made suggestions aimed at the quickest possible elimination of 
shortcomings. 


Speakers declared the.r wholehearted approval of the domestic and foreign policy of 
the Communist Party, the CPSU Central Committee and its Politburo, headed by 
Comrade L. I. Brezhnev. They announced that rayon farmers and animal husbandry 
workers are fully determined to work even better and make every effort to fulfill 
the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress. 


A long speech was presented at the meeting by First Secretary ©. A. Aliyev of the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party of Azerbaijan, «ondidate for membership 
in the CPSU Central Committee Politburo, and was warmly responded to by the aktiv. 


It has been exactly a month, he said, since the end of the 26th CPSU Congress. 

For this entire month, the Soviet people have lived and worked under the enormous 
influence of its decisions and the report presented by Comrade L. I. sSrezhnev. 

The forum of Soviet communists, which has become a historic event, summed up the 
results of our country's socioeconomic development in the last 5 years and the 
entire decade of the 1970's and worked out a program for continued communist 
construction. It proved to the entire world once again that the Communist Party, 
its Central Committee and the Central Committee Politburo, headed by Comrade L. I. 
Brezhnev, are confidently leading the nation of soviets along the Leninist path to 
communism. 
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The decisions of the 26th congress have been unanimously approved by communists and 
all Soviet people. Each working individual has taken them as his own personal 
intensive program of action. A persistent struggle for the successful attainment 
of the important objectives set by the party has been launched in every corner of 
our motherland. 


The laboring public in Azerbaijan is also working with unprecedented enthusiasm and 
energy. At meetings of the party aktiv and labor collectives, the working people 
have declared their wholehearted support for our party's Leninist policy line and 
have taken on new socialist commitments aimed at the comprehensive enhancement of 
production efficiency and improvement of the quality of work. 


In reference to Azerbaijan's remarkable feats of the 10th Five-Year Plan, which have 
been highly commended by the motherland, Comrade Aliyev remarked that republic 
workers have begun the new five-year plan successfully, struggling for the attain- 
ment of high indicators in all areas of industrial and agricultural production. 


The methods of successfully fulfilling the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, he 
went on, are being discussed today at thie meeting of the Apsheronskiy Rayon party 
aktiv, which is taking place in a businesslike atmosphere. The report by Comrade 
Gumbatova and the statements of other speakers testify that the rayon party organi- 
zation has a correct understanding »f the tasks facing it and is working product- 
ively toward their accomplishment. It is also a good thing that all of the 
speakers discussed not only past successes, but also existing shortcomings, and 
voiced their complaints, particularly in regard to the work of several republic 
ministries and departments. The meeting of the aktiv will provide communists with 
correct guidelines to follow in their work to fulfill the plans outlined by the 
26th CPSU Congress. 


Apsheronskiy Rayon occupies an important place in the socioeconomic life of the 
republic. In the 18 years since its creation, it has been credited with many 
successes, even though the rayon's geographic location and several other extremely 
distinctive features bring about definite difficulties. It was once one of the 
backward rayons, and things were not going well here. The significant results of 
the work performed by communists and all workers in the rayon during the 10th Five- 
Year Plan to develop the economy proved, however, that the rayon had been created 
on a solid foundation and provided conclusive evidence of its right to existence. 


Comrade Aliyev noted the high rates of agricultural development in the rayon in the 
last 5 years, which were the result of che selfless labor of rural workers and the 
skillful supervision of this important sector by the rayon party organization. An 
important role was also played by the assistance rendered by the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party of Azerbaijan and the republic Council of Ministers, which 
adopted a decree on the specialization of agriculture in the rayon 3 years ago. 


Sharing his impressions of a tour of several farms, G. A. Aliyev stressed that the 
actual work performed by collectives and the excellent results of this work clearly 
illustrate the dynamic development of farming and animal husbandry in the rayon as 
a whole. The high indicators of the Apsheronskiy Pork Production Complex, which is 
expected to play an important role in the augmentation of republic meat procure- 
ments, are promising, he said. It is no secret that hog-breeding is not a 
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traditional branch of animal husbandry in Azerbaijan, we do not have the kind of 
experience that cther republics have accumulated and we have not had any practice 
in the construction and operation of modern enterprises of this type. This gives 
even more weight to the success of the young collective, which was able to take a 
leading position on the untonwide scale in just a few years. This makes us fully 
confident that we will considerably increase meat production in Azerbaljan through 
the further development of hog-farming. 


The CPAz Central Committee once established strict control over the construction 
of the hog-raising complex and the Ramanin Dairy Complex and penalized several 
administrators responsible for delays in the construction of these imp srtant 
facilities and the commission of other errors. Today I would like to stress, with 
great pleasure, that the results of these measures have been positive. The work 
has been going well at the two complexes since they began operating, and their 
administrators and labor collectives have successfully mastered the technology, 
skillfully organized the production process and are keeping up with their assign- 
ments. Much of the credit for this must be given to the party raykom, which gave 
considerable attention to these new production units that set such a good example 
for all other animal husbandry workers in the republic. 


The skillful use of reserves to heighten the productivity of animal husbandry is 
attested to by the results of work on the Bolgarystan Sovkhoz. Its animal husbandry 
farm has been around for a long time, it cannot be called new and its conditions 
cannot compare with those.of modern complexes. Nonetheless, its collective is 
steadily increasing the milk yield. The experience of the sovkhoz is of great 
significance; it proves that the correct organization of labor, true interest in 
work and initiative are quickly followed by success. 


Incense work is being performed by laborers at the grape-growing sovkhoz, who, as 
their director said at the meeting, intend to grow a record harvest this season. 

‘he Shuvelyan Floriculture Sovkhoz, with its interesting and important work, also 
deserves praise. Its collective has been able to overcome its former tendency to 
lag behind and has increased flower production and raised other economic indicators. 
Much is also being done here in the area of social development. 


Nonetheless, Comrade Aliyev stressed, the successes 0° leading farms should not 
arouse feelings of self-satisfaction; they should become the basis for even better 
results in the llth Five-Year Plan. This will necessitate the decisive elimina- 
tion of shortcomings, a more energetic search for internal production reserves and 
their more vigorous use. 


One of the main problems brought up in conversations with rayon workers was the 
need to build housing for sovkhoz personnel. I was told that several residential 
buildings are now being erected, but the construction work is too slow and poor in 
quality. The party raykom and the appropriate republic organizations must face 
this problem squarely and quickly correct the situation, particularly now that all 
of the possibilities for this exist. 


In recent years, Apsheronskiy Rayon has become one of the republic's leaders, and 
its great successes have received the recognition and commendation they deserve. 
During the years of the five-year plan, ray~:. orkers won several Red Banners in 








all-union and republic socialist competition. Many outetanding workers were 
honored with state awards for their selfless labor, and Comrade Gumbatova, firat 
secretary of the party raykom, was awarded the distinguished title of Hero of 
Socialist Labor. 


Heartily congratulating the persons assembled at the meeting, and all of the rayon 
communists and workers they represent, on their remarkable labor victories, G. A. 
Aliyev expressed the belief that the intensive speed of their labor will not dimin- 
ish in the Lith Five-Year Plan, that they will compound their successes and make a 
fitting contribution to the augmentation of agricultural production and procurements. 


In connection with this, he discussed the important tasks that must be accomplished 
by production collectives, particularly in the further development of animal hus- 
bandry, the leading branch of the rayon economy. The indicators of rayon animal 
husbandry workers, who lead the republic, deserve special recognition, said Comrade 
Aliyev. Your rayon is responsible for 10 percent of the meat produced in the 
republic, 5 percent of the milk and 40 percent of the eggs. We are making extensive 
use of the experience of Apsheronskiy Rayon workers in other rayons for the further 
augmentation of he output of animal husbandry products. 


There is no doubt that your present level is not the maximum; you have every oppor- 
tunity to climb to an even higher level. In response to the decisions of the 26th 
CPSU Congress, rayon workers took on new socialist commitments, approved by the 
CPAz Central Committee, for the first year of the llth Five-Year Plan. In connec- 
tion with this, however, I would like to bring the following fact to your attention. 
In the 10th Five-Year Plan, you were able to increase the average milk yield per 
cow by 875 kilograms. The projected increase for this year, however, is inconsis- 
tent with the great potential that ex‘’.a here. The same may be said of the growth 
of meat production. You must reassess your reserves, in depth and comprehensively, 
and do everything within your power to make 1981 a year of high rates of animal 
husbandry development in Apsheronskiy Rayon. Special attention should also be 
given to the improvement of product quality. 


Apsheronskiy Rayon has been quite successfu_ in sheep-farming, although the condi- 
tions for the development of this branch do not seem particularly favorable in 
compa~ison to conditions in other rural rayons. The successes of rayon sheep 
breeders, which must be consolidated and compounded, conclusively prove that many 
reserves in the republic have not been mobilized as yet for the more intensive 
development of this important branch. The experience of Apsheronskiy Rayon deserves 
close attention and comprehensive dissemination. 


I was quite pleased by the speech presented at the meeting by Comrade Azizov, repre- 
senting our splendid shepherds. It was quite apparent that he loves his work and 

is devoted to his difficult but respected profession. The conditions of the work 
and life of shepherds are still, unfortunately, difficult. For this reason, this 
kind of interest in one's work and pride in one's profession testify to the high 
moral standards of the Soviet working individual and his moral attitudes. Comrade 
Aliyev sent his regards to the shepherds now working in winter pastures and con- 
gratulated them on the excellent results of their work. 


Your rayon, Comrade Aliyev went on, could also take a worthy position in the 
development of vegetable farming in the republic. You must pay more attention to 
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this important branch so that workers in the republic capital will have a better 
supply of vegetables. 


All of the necessary conditions for the further development of viticulture aleo 
exist. In recent years the rayon has sold up to 5,000-6,000 tons of sun-ripened 
grapes. The Apsheronskiy Grape-Growing Sovkhos intends to sell the state 4,000 
tons of grape clusters this season, The example it has set in production augmenta~ 
tion will most Likely be followed by other farms. This means that you will be able 
to increase the output of grapes to 8,900, 9,000 or even 10,000 tone in the next 
few years. You must not forget that the famous “shaany" variety of table grapes, 
grown in Apsheronskiy Rayon, tastes excellent, has an exceedingly high sugar con- 
tent and is extremely popular. For this reason, we are hoping for a larger output 
of these clusters and the improvement of their quality. 


Diecussing the importance of the further intensive development of industrial enter- 
prises in the rayon, Comrade Aliyev stressed the need for improvement in the work 
of construction organizations. Not one of them, he pointed out, kept up with the 
five-year plan. It is t: we that their work depends on the republic Ministry of 
Rural Construction and Ministry of the Construction Industry as well as on local 
organs. Nonetheless, the party raykom should make etricter demands in this impor~- 
tant area and take steps to correct the situation. 


Much remains to be done for the further improvement and reinforcement of party 
organizational and ideological wo.k. The raykom has taken a principled stand in 
che fight against existing shortcomings and negative phenomena. Several adminis- 
rators who used their prefessional statue for selfish purposes were recently 
cunished severely. This work by the rayon party organization deserves commendation 
and convinces us that the party raykem and ite bureau, guided by the decisions of 
the 26th CPSU Congress and the 30th CPAz Congress, will continue to wage an unremit- 
ting fight against persons who violate the party charter and Soviet laws and will

Apsheronskiy Rayon is the home of the republic's largest scientific research insti- 
tutes specializing in agricultural fielde--farming, vegetable growing, viniculture 
and viticulture, fodder production and meadow and pasture management. Unfortunately, 
their work has etill not been reorganized in accordance with present requirements 
and is still marked by serious shortcomings. The party raykom must be more exact~- 
ing and institute stricter control over the activities of the collectives of these 
scientific organizations and must work with the appropriate ministries and depart- 
ments to create the necessary conditions for highly effective research work and the 
effective assistance of republic agriculture by scientists and resear hers. 


Comrade Aliyev made special mention in his speech of the need for the comprehensive 
development of the Apsheron peninsula. It appears to be developing chaotically, 
without a definite, thoroughly considered program. This is why the Baku party 
gorkom and Apsheronskiy Raykom must combine their efforts for the compilation of 

a comprehensive program for the further purposeful development of the entire 
peninsula, with a view to the effective use of its natural and climatic conditions. 
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The correct and intelligent use of the peninsula's land resources will be a serious 
problem. Unfortunately, all is not going well in this area. in Mashtagi and other 
Villages, for example, cases of the illegal allocation of plote of land to private 
individuals were recently discovered and a number of administrators received the 
punishment they deserved for this. There is quite a bit of free land on the penin- 
aula, particularly around the oilfields, but the condition of this land is unsatie~ 
factory. It muet be improved and turned over for agricultural use, 


The need for the thorough development of housing construction on the peninsula is 
an acute problem, and this must also be reflected in the comprehensive program. 
Housing is now being built primarily within the city limite, but the housing needs 
of people in settlements are just as great. in this connection, it would be 
expedient to encourage individual housing construction and to allocate the neces~ 
sary materials and plots of land for this purpose in accordance with law. 


The peninsula hae many old villages, near Baku, and moet of them are in an unsatie~ 
factory state. It must be said that neither the Baku party gorkom nor the raykow 
has paid enough attention to their development and improvement. These important 
matters must be given the most serious attention. 


Apsheronskiy Rayon, Comrade Aliyev said in conclusion, is an independent agricul- 
tural entity. But it must aleo become an integral part of the republic capital, 
to which it is adjacent. Here the Baku party gorkom, the ispolkom of the Baku 
Soviet and the party committees and ispolkoms of soviets in Leninskiy, 
Azizbekovskiy, Ordzhonikidzevekiy, Karadagekiy and Kirovekiy Rayons must have 
their say and must not only reinforce their patronage but, using the exist ing 
potential of large industrial enterprises, gust also turn the peninsula into a 
truly flourishing region. Much will also be done in this area by concerned minis- 
tries and departments, the administrators of which are present at this meeting.

[Report on republic conference of soil scientists: “Por Productive Farming with 
High Standards” and speech presented at conference by Firet Secretary Geydar Ali 
Rea ogly Aliyev of the Central Committee of the Communiat Party of Azerbaijan, 
candidate for membership in the CPSU Central Committee Politburo) 


[Excerpts] At the 26th CPSU Congress, Comrade L. I. Breshnev particularly stressed 
the fact that the more efficient use of land, especially reclaimed land, machinery, 
fertiliser and fodder and the cults ation of more productive strains will require 
that even more attention be paid to advanced personnel training, the recommendations 
of scientists and the study and use of world and domestic experience. This funda- 
sental party requirement for agriculture determined the entire course of the firet 
republic conference of soil scientists. The results of the all-union conference of 
agronomists and the current objectives of agricultural specialists, stemming from 
the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, were discussed.

1.5 times as great as in the Ninth Five-Yer~ “.an, the volume of grapes was 2.2 
times as great, the volume of fruit was 95 percent greater and the volume of 
cucurbits was 65 percent greater. 














At the same time, the speaker stressed, the intensification of farming could be 
accomplished more quickly if all existing probleme could be solved. The level of 
agronomical and technical equipment on farme is too low, and scientific achieve- 
mente and progressive practices are being introduced poorly. In grain farming, 
which te known to be the factor stabilizing the entire branch economy, large and 
stable harvests have not been attained everywhere. Laat year, for example, the 
republic average yield of a winter hectare was 23.4 quintale of grain. In 12 
rural rayons, however, the yield did not even reach 15 quintale, and 69 farms 
could not keep up with their assignments, 


Last year republic farmers gathered the largest harveste of raw cotton in the 
country, but the yield of cotton plantations in some areas, such as Kyurdamirekiy, 
Akheuinskiy, Udeharekiy, Geokchayakiy, Yevlakhekiy and other rayone, was far 
below the republic average. 


It is a disturbing fact that existing shortcomings are not being actively elimi- 
nated in some rayone and on some farms. According to available data, for example, 
only an insignificant portion of the winter fields has been treated with weed 
killer as yet. If immediate steps are not taken, this could lead to the loss of 
some of the harvest. Sowing has just begun on the cotton plantations, and there 
are already signs of the flagrant violation of sowing standards and planting 
regulations on some farms. According to reports, personnel of the soil science 
service in some areas have left questions of sowing technology up to machine 
operators. The responsibility for this gust be borne primarily by the ministry's 
chief specialists and local agronomists. 


The all-union conference of soil scientists, held at the end of last year, and 
the message sent to ite participants by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, general secretary 
of the CPSU Central Committee, elevated the role of kolkhoz and sovkhoz agrono- 
mists to a new level by making them directly responsible for the institution of 
technological progress and high labor standards in agricultural production. "The 
agronomist has no duty more responsible than the preservation and careful use of 
each hectare of our meadows and pastures and the augmentation of their product iv- 
ity,” Comrade L. I. Breghnev's message stressed. 





Important tasks were assigned to rural workers and personnel of the agronomical 
service by the 26th CPST) Congress, which set forth a grand program for the further 
development of the agroindustrial complex, aimed at guaranteeing the country a 
reliable supply of food and agricultural raw materials. 


Joining in the discussion, Deputy G. M. Maksimov of the Azerbaijan SSR Supreme 
Soviet, chief agronomist on the Komsomol Kolkhoz in Agdzhabedinskiy Rayon, spoke 
about the need for higher farming standards. In our rayon, he said, all rural 
workers are striving to solve this problem. In particular, on the Komsomol 
Kolkhoz all operations are conducted on schedule and in accordance with soil 
charte and maps drawn up for each field. This is how the plowing work, the appli- 
cation of mineral and local fertilizers and the struggle against pests and 
diseases are conducted. It has led to the more efficient use of “fertility 
vitamins” and irrigation water. In the last 2 years the number of chemical soil 
treatments has fallen to one-fifth or one-sixth of the previous number, and the 
productivity of soil has been considerably augmented. Last year each hectare of 
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farmland on the kolkhos yielded an average of 40.5 quintale of grain and 42 quin- 
tale of raw cotton, Almost the entire harvest of “white gold" was judged to be 
of the highest quality at acceptance centers. 


We agronomists, the speaker said, must live up to the profound truet of the party 
and people and the respected title vf field legislator, as Comrade L. I. Brezhnev 
eloquently defined our profession. Our most important duty is to stand in the 
forward ranke of the struggle for high farming standards, increased productivity 
and stability in farming. 


Speech by Comrade G. A. Aliyev 


Dear Comrades! First of all, allow me, on behalf of the Central Committee of the 
Communiet Party of Azerbaijan, to heartily congratulate you and all of the republic 
agronomists and agricultural specialists you represent. 


The republic conference of agronomists is being held at 4 significant time--a time 
when the Soviet people, including the working people of Azerbaijan, have begun 
their massive and multifaceted work to implement the decisions of the 26th CPSU 
Congress and the objectives set forth in the report of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, 
general secretary of our party's Central Committee. 


The 26th congress outlined a comprehensive program for the further constructior of 
4 communist society, in which a prominent place has been assigned to problems in 
the accelerated development of national agriculture. At the 26th congress, Comrade 
L. 1. Brezhnev etated that the elaboration and fulfillment of a food program would 
constitute the major step in the attainment of the party's chief goal--the constant 
enhancement of the Soviet people's well-being. The basis of this program, as you 
know, will be agriculture, and the greatest possible increase in the output of this 
economic sector. 


Concrete steps have been taken in our republic to draw up a food program and to 
ensure the further growth of agricultural production. The tasks facing the 
republic party organization and all rural workers in this area were thoroughly 
discussed, in particular, at a recent meeting of the party aktiv. The republic 
conference of soil scientists also occupies an important place in the system of 
measures aimed at the successful fulfillment of the decisions of the highest forum 
of Soviet communists. The discussion here has been useful, productive work has 
been accomplished, with a view to the demands of the 26th CPSU Congress and the 
objectives set by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, and the results and recommendations of 
the all-union agronomists’ conference have been analyzed. The comrades who spoke 
at the conference made businesslike suggestions regarding the further reinforce- 
ment of agronomical work in the republic and the augmentation of the effectiveness 
of agricultural production and voiced several requests and wishes. I believe that 
agricultural ministries and departments, the Council of Ministers, the CPAz Central 
Committee and its agricultural section will carefully consider ail of the issues 
brought up at the conference, will study all new proposals in depth and will give 
rayons and farms the necessary practical assistance. There is no doubt that the 
present conference will play an important role in the further intensification of 
agriculture in Azerbaijan, the cnhancement of its effectiveness and the mobiliza- 
tion of agronomists and all rural specialis ° .or the performance of these exceed- 
ingly important tasks. 











During the years of the Ninth and 10th Five-Year Plane, enormous positive changes 
took place in Agerbaijan's agriculture and remarkable successes were achieved. 
When we analyze the results of the last 5 years, we must note with great pleasure 
that all plane and socialist commitments were not only fulfilled by the republic, 
but were also considerably overfulfilled, The grossa agricultural product was 

47 percent greater than in the Ninth Five-Year Plan, inetead of the 2l-percent 
increase called for in the plan, and over the last 10 years it doubled. These are 
unprecedented indicatore in the history of republic agriculture. 


The main result of our achievements is that the effectiveness of agricultural pro- 
duction was considerably augmented in the lOth Five-Year Plan. Through the intelli- 
gent use of capital investments in thie important sector, we considerably increased 
the productivity of farming and animal husbandry and improved the quality of agri- 
cultural producte. Special mention should be made of the large part played in our 
successes by agronomists, agricultural specialists and agrarian experts. 


In the Lith Five-Year Plan, Azerbaijan's agriculture will have even more difficult 
and important tasks to perform. These stem from the decisions of the 26th congress 
and the requirements of party agrarian policy. Their successful accomplishment will 
necessitate the further intensification of agricultural production, the improvement 
of the quality of all rural work and the extensive use of the achievements of 
technological progress, the potential of agricultural science and progressive 
experience. 


Agricultural specialists are expected to make a sizeable contribution to the suc- 
cessful fulfillment of the program for the continued dynamic development of 
agricultural production in Azerbaijan. This particularly applies to agronomists, 
who represent the most important link connecting practice with progressive exper- 
ience and science. It is the duty of party committees and soviet organs to con- 
tinue to constantly augment their role and authority, using their abundant 
experience, knowledge and skills to the greatest advantage, and also to make 
higher demands on the personnel of the agronomical service. Every effort must be 
made to ensure that specialists influence the entire course of agricultural work 
more actively, perform highly effective work, achieve better results and move this 
important economic sector even further ahead. This is the main objective. 





Party and soviet workers and agricultural specialists must be guided in their daily 
work by the instructions set forth by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev in his message to the 
all-union conference of agronomists. Leonid Il'ich raised the question of the 
efficient use of land, equipment, chemicals and all of the great opportunities 
afforded by science and progressive experience and called for the more careful 
treatment of land, which is our most valuable possession. 


The accomplishment of these tasks will require agronomists and specialists to 
perform energetic work in all areas in accordance with the rising requirements of 
production. The state of affairs in some rayons and on some kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes, however, testifies to the opposite. In some locations, as, for example, 
Comrade Mamedov, first secretary of the Sabirabadskiy party raykom, remarked in 
his speech at the conference, there is a shortage of specialists. Neither the 
Council of Ministers nor the agricultural section of the CPAz Central Committee 
has given this problem the necessary attention as yet. Making efficie ° use of 
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our available atrength, we must quickly provide for the training of the necessary 
quantity of specialists, supply all production links with a full contingent of 
these specialists and establish favorable conditions for their productive work. 


Our agronomists and rural specialists must constantly engage in self-improvement, 
increase their knowledge, perfect their skills, promote everything that is new and 
progressive and take effective steps to incorporate the best achievementea of domes- 
tic and foreign practice. Unfortunately, the level of training of some agronomists 
does not meet the requirements of the day, and many of them do not make any effort 
to perfect their skills and take no interest in the achievements of progressive 
experience and new agricultural practices. For this reason, the agronomical forces 
we now possess are not operating at a high performance level or at maximum effi- 
ciency. The administrators of farms and agricultural, party and soviet organs must 
give this matter more attention and strive to ensure that each rural specialist 
plane hie work in complete accordance with today's requirements. 


| believe it would be expedient for the appropriate organizations to draw up an 
extensive program on the republic level in the near future to plan for the train- 
ing, advanced training and improvement of the skills of agronomists and all rural 
specialists in the llth Five-Year Plan, and even up to 1990, and submit it to the 
CPAz Central Committee for its approval. Th s is an extremely important matter, 
Comrades, as we are experiencing an acute shortage of agricultural specialists. 
The quality of their training aleo needs considerable improvement. 


it ie true that there has recently been some improvement in the activities of 
\zerbaijan's Agricultural Institute imeni S. Agamaliogly, new schools and depart- 
ments have been opened and student enrollment figures have risen. This reversal, 
however, is being accomplished slowly, and the quality of the academic process is 
far from perfect. The main shortcoming, in our opinion, is the lack of a balanced 
and well-planned system of specialist training in the VUZ. In recent years, for 
example, the institute has admitted around a thousand applicants, but without any 
in-depth analysis or consideration of the requirements of each rayon and each farm 
for personnel in a particular field in the near and distant future. At one time, 
after the CPAz Central Committee intervened, the institute admitted more young 
people on special terms from rayons experiencing the most acute shortage of 
specialists. The present level of this work, however, is still not satisfactory. 


When a unified program is drawn up for the training of highly skilled personnel 
for republic agriculture, the personnel requirements of rural regions in 
Azerbaijan must be determined precisely in terms of the number of specialists 
required, the special field and che year. We must never forget the important 
objective set by the party: Each rural worker must have a specialty. It is 
certainly regrettable that, despite all of our achievements in this economic 
sector, many farm managers and middie-level administrators still do not have the 
necessary qualifications. Whereas circumstances once necessitated the acceptance 
of thie state of affairs, it is unthinkable today. and will be even more so 
tomorrow. Each brigade leader and each head of an animal husbandry farm--and not 
only they, but the majority of workers--must have a higher agricultural education 
and a solid academic background. It will be impossible to reach the new frontiers 
assigned for us in the coming 5-year period on the basis of only accumulated 
experience and a secondary education. It . «portant that each rural worker, 
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whether he is a machine operator, an agronomist or a sootechnician, have an 
excellent understanding of other fields as well. In short, Comrades, a person 

who ia tied to the land and is working on it must be armed with the latest know- 
need and scientific achievements. We must be guided by this principle in our 
uture work, 


The duties of representatives of the agronomical service are many and varied. They 
perform the important and difficult tasks discussed in detail at the present con- 
ference. I would like to direct your attention to just a few problems. The chief 
duty of agronomists is unremitting concern for the land, the careful end loving 
treatment of it and ite intelligent use. Land is our most valuable possession; it 
is the apple of our eye. By taking an active stand in this matter and by perform- 
ing all of his duties correctly, the specialist will encourage all agricultural 
workers to follow his example. 


The agronomist is directly responsible for the intelligent use of land and for 

the attainment of a maximum yield from it. But while he is concerning himself 

with this today, he must make every effort to ensure that the fields will produce 
good harvests tomorrow as well, that the land will remain productive for many years 
and will delight people with its generous gifts. 


Some administrators and specialists do not think about the future, unfortunately, 
and live only for immediate successes, striving to obtain today's harvest at any 
cost. This leads to the excessive salinization of soil and causes the land to 

lose its productive properties and suffer from erosion, which often infiicts irrep- 
arable damage on our agriculture and on all future efforts to heighten its 
effectiveness. 


This is why agronomists must always take a principled position in the struggle 
against these shortcomings and must not be afraid to criticize negligent adminis- 
trators. The specialist must firmly oppose all attempts to circumvent agronomical 
requirements in the use of land, prevent the barbarous exploitation of land and 
restrict these practices to the minimum. His profound knowledge of his work and 
loyalty to his profession constitute a guarantee and a major contributing factor 
in the constant enhancement of the effectiveness of agriculture. 


Comrades, we must not treat land carelessly; we must not act according to the 
principle that we should take everything it has to offer us today and let the 
chips fall where they may tomorrow. In this work, we must rely on modern science 
and the achievements of progressive experience. And it is here that the agrono- 
mist has a great responsibility. 


Land reclamation is an important part of the party's agrarian policy, and the 
agronomist is the leading figure in this area as well. He must establish strict 
control over all reclamation work, its quality and its performance on schedule. 
He must ensure that all capital investments and equipment allocated for reclama- 
tion produce the maximum return and, for this purpose, he must ensure the uncon- 
ditional fi 1lfillment of all reclamation assignments. 


One of the main issues on today's agenda is chemization, or the use of chemicals 
in the fields. The agronomical service plays a tremendous part in this area as 
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well, Chemicals are used extensively in republic agriculture. The quantity of 
mineral fertilizers applied to the soil increases each year and will continue to 
increase. More and more herbicides are being used to combat pests and diseases. 
The successful performance of all agrochemical tasks will depend largely on the 
interest taken in this matter by agronomists and on their knowledge and 
experience. 


It is precisely the specialist who must make the appropriate recommendations and 
determine the locations, quantities, proportions and dates of mineral fertilizer 
applications. Unfortunately, fertilizer is not always used properly; it is 
applied in insufficient or excessive quantities, and the optimal dates for these 
operations are often not observed, which is an absolutely unacceptable practice. 
Agronomical service personnel should also establish control over the shipment and 
storage of fertilizer. 


As for the need for more vigorous struggle against pests, much here will also 
depend on other agricultural specialists, particularl; entomologists. It should 
be noted that they have recently begun to give more serious consideration to this 
important problem and have acquired more experience. We could not say, however, 
that the maximum has been accomplished or that all reserves have been utilized. 
The same flagrant errors that resulted in losses of agricultural products in the 
past are still being committed. And they will continue to be committed if the 
methods of using chemicals in this struggle are not perfected and if domestic and 
foreign experience is not taken into account. Chemicals are sometimes used at the 
wrong time or are lost during storage and shipment. 


[In short, the chemization of agriculture should be a matter of daily concern to 
agronomists and all rural specialists, who represent the deciding factor in the 
attainment of today's level of production development. 


The timely and correct performance of agrotechnical operations will be of great 
significance in the further intensification of agriculture. The results of this 
work in the last 10 years have been good on the whole. There has not been a single 
season, however, when we have not encountered flagrant violations of established 
procedures. Individuals must be brought to account for violations of agrotechnical 
regulations. This severity is dictated by the need for more effective agricultural 
production. It also helps to remember that republic agriculture was lagging far 
behind just recently, and largely as a result of precisely this kind of disregard 
for agrotechnical regulations. 


For centuries, peasants learned about farming from their fathers and grandfathers, 
learning to "judge by looking" if it was time for plowing, sowing, watering and 
fertilizing. Of course, this is not very productive today. Our production is 
based on the achievements of modern soil science, and all field workers must pay 
strict attention to its recommendations. 


The force of old habits and outdated beliefs can inhibit the application of elemen- 
tary agrotechnical rules. Several years ago, for example, we had to literally 
"fight" farm and rayon administrators who were accustomed to outdated procedures. 
They had to be forced to conduct the deep tillace of cotton fields with double- 
stage plows and always use a skim plow in t. . work. I cannot say that this simple 
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agrotechnical procedure has been accepted everywhere. In most cases, however, it 
is now being used successfully, and those who till the soil well with the aid of 
double-stage plows were responsible for last year's large cotton harvest. 


The significance of timely sowing is no secret. For several years, however, there 
were delays in the sowing of fodder crops in the republic. Although it was estab- 
lished that the best time for this was in February, the work in the fields contin- 
ued into March, April and even May. There were violations of established schedules 
and no one seemed to care. It was as if they wondered what difference it would 
make if the sowing was early or late. Last year we gave serious consideration to 
this important matter, and the situation improved somewhat, although not as much as 
we would like. This season we have established even stricter control in this area, 
we were more exacting, and the sowing of fodder crops was mainly completed on 
schedule. I was told that this will produce a harvest largest than last year's. 

It would not be difficult to estimate how much fodder, for which there is such an 
urgent need, we lost in the past as a result of violations of elementary agro- 
technical rules. 


It is the duty of agronomists to establish unremitting control over the fulfillment 
of all agrotechnical requirements and the sowing of all agricultural crops. They 
must manage affairs in this important area, recommend the proper dates for this 
crucial campaign on each individual farm and compile forecasts of the future 
harvest. They must also take a more active part in the scheduling of irrigation, 
fertilization and top-dressing. After all, the agronomist ic a leading figure in 
rural areas, he possesses a great deal of authority and power and he must fully 
recognize his responsibility and perform all of these duties in an exemplary manner. 


Specialists play an important role in seed production as well, where numerous 
shortcomings also exist. At one time, as speakers at the conference remarked, we 
received much of our seeding material from Central Asia. It was not always of the 
best quality, and this eventually affected the cotton yield. Now the problem of 
supplying the republic with cotton seeds has been solved successfully. In spite of 
skeptical views to the contrary, Azerbaijan's selectioners were able to develop 
their own strains, such as the extremely productive "3038." 


But it is important to not only have good seeds, but also to work on the develop- 
ment of more productive strains of cotton. I think our selection workers are 
capable of this and that they will develop new high-quality varieties of this 
valuable commercial crop and turn them over to production workers in the near 
future. But the locations and types of soil for the cultivation of these strains 
and the ways in which they can be tested and utilized must be determined by 
agronomists, working closel; with selectioners. 


Whereas the seed situation in cotton farming is quite satisfactory, this cannot be 
said about grain farming. It is true that several speakers, particularly Comrade 
Mordvintsev, chief agronomist on the Kolkhoz imeni Kalinin in Ismaillinskiy Rayon, 
spoke of the widespread cultivation of new strains of wheat in the republic, such 
as the "Kavkaz" and “Bezostaya-1" strains, but this is obviously not enough. We 
still have not ensured the creation of a seed fund to satisfy republic require- 
ments. This problem should be a cential matter of concern for the Ministry of 
Agriculture, the Administration for Seed Production and our scientists. Agronomi- 
cal service personnel--the field legislators--have an important role to play in 
the development of a seed production base. 
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The most important condition for the successful implementation of the party's 
present agrarian policy isa the mechanization of agriculture. The successful comp- 
letion of the greater tasks of the llth Five-Year Plan and the efficient use of 
equipment will require agronomists to work hand in hand with engineers and all 
machine operators in the fields, 


Equipment must be treated with care so that it will not break down before the end 
of its projected service life. Unfortunately, we must admit that machines and 
mechanisms in rural areas are still not being used efficiently everywhere, and this 
is largely due to the shortage of skilled specialists and their low professional 
level, As a result, equipment is not serviced properly, it is often in disrepair 
and the organization of the repair system is not satisfactory in all locations. 
This is why expenditures on new equipment are often unjustified. Many of those who 
demand additional shipments of new tractors, cotton harvesters and other machines 
and mechanisms are remiss and negligent in their treatment of the equipment they 
already possess. The correct and effective operation of mechanization devices must 
also be promoted largely by our agronomists. 


I would like to direct your attention to the training of machine operators in the 
republic. The party has demanded that each rural worker be familiar with techrical 
equipment and be able to operate it. Unfortunately, this objective has not been 
attained in our republic, and some production areas have not been provided with the 
necessary number of skilled machine operators. There are also cases in which there 
are 98 tractor operators for 100 tractors, 99 combine operators for 100 combines 
and so forth. In other words, there are not even enough machine operators for 
single-shift work. Under these conditions, we will not be able to keep our agri- 
culture on a high level. But it woul. not be difficult, after all, to ensure that 
farms with 100 tractors have, let us say, 150 machine operators. And even if a 
person must temporarily perform work outside his specialty, he will still have 

work to do. Today he can drive a tractor, tomorrow another vehicle, and the day 
after tomorrow he can operate ea new machine. If the rural worker can treat equip- 
ment well, this will benefit him and the common cause. 


The administrators of farms, rayons and agricultural ministries and departments 

are still not taking enough responsibility in the organization of widespread com- 
pulsory training in the operation of machinery. Vocational and technical insti- 
tutes and all schools training machine operators require considerable reorganization 
in this area of their work. I believe that after this conference Central Committee 
sections and the Council of Ministers will have to consider the elaboration of a 
definite program for dealing with this problem in the llth Five-Year Plan and the 
entire decade of che 1980's. 


In other words, Comrades, the training of personnel for ali b-arches of republic 
agriculture will now be given primary attention. The chief organizers of this 
important work will be the ministries of agriculture, fruit and vegetable farming, 
and land reclamation and water management, the St-te Committee for Viticulture and 
Wie Making, the State Committee for Agricultural Equipment Supply and other 
agencies. We hope that their personnel and the ministers themselves will give 
this matter serious consideration and that republic agriculture will be provided 
with many learned, competent and experienced srecialists in the llth Five-Year 
Plan. A great deal of productive work in tu.s field will also be expected from 
the Azerbaijan Agricultural Institute imeni Agamaliogly and academic and sectorial 
research institutes. There is no question that party raykoms and soviet ispolkoms 
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must serve as the chief organizers of the resolution of this personnel problem, 

We felt the need to invite the heads of these bodies to this conference, despite 
the fact that the season for spring field work is upon us. I think that they will 
draw the proper conclusions from today's detailed discussion and will make every 
effort to attain the objectives set at this conference. 


Our conference was convened to discuss agronomical issues, but I would like to 
take this opportunity to say a few words about the state of affairs in animal 
husbandry. It is no secret that it is still lagging behind other branches. To a 
considerable extent, this is due to a shortage of qualified specialists and the 
inadequate academic background of some managers as well as the personnel of animal 
husbandry farms. People who know and love their work and meet today's require- 
ments are still too rarely encountered on our farms. We do not have enough zoo- 
technicians, veterinarians and artificial insemination experts. 


In the last 10 years, the breeding qualities of our cattle have been constantly 
upgraded, and new, more productive livestock has been acquired. I would seem that 
the herd could have been completely renewed in that time. Unfortunately, this did 
not occur, and not all of the reasons were objective. The problem is that this 
matter has not been approached with the same persistence or the necessary interest 
and responsibility on all farms and in all rayons. 


The establishment of large complexes, such as the Apsheronskiy pork production 
facility and the Ramanin Dairy Complex, will be of great significance for the 
further development of republic animal husbandry and the redirection of this work 
into industrial channels. The experience accumulated in the construction and 
operation of these complexes must be utilized extensively, a network of modern, 
highly mechanized enterprises of this type must be developed and every effort must 
be made to ensure their timely prov‘ ‘on with highly skilled personnel. 


We should also learn from the experience of animal husbandry workers on the 
Bolgarystan Sovkhoz in Mashtagi, who are doing a good job of stabling herefords, 
brown Latvians and other highly productive breeds in old cattle barns and are 
obtaining an average of 4,000 kilograms of milk from each cow. Some of the credit 
here must be given to the specialists who organized the work skillfully. 


One of the main factors inhibiting the dramatic development of animal husbandry is 
the inadequate fodder base and the inefficient use of fodder resources. The 
skillful feeding of cattle is not a simple matter, and it is impossible to obtain 
the desired quantities of meat or milk without the appropriate knowledge and 
experience. All of this depends largely on specialists and their skills. 


When we speak of the current and future tasks of agronomists and all agricultural 
specialists, we must stress that all of their work must be aimed at implementing 
the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the 30th CPAz Congress. They must 
devote all of their knowledge, ability and energy to the further enhancement of 

the effectiveness of republic agriculture, ensure its comprehensive intensification 
and assist in the successful fulfillment and overfulfillment of plans and socialist 
commitments for 1981 and the entire llth Five-Year Plan, pertaining to the produc- 
tion and procurement of agricultural products, by all field and farm workers. 
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Three months of the first year of the five-year plan are already behind us, and 
their results tescify that things are going well in agriculture. It is true chat 
the situation was complicated by unfavorable weather conditions again this year. 
We had a dry winter, with high atmospheric temperatures, and a spring filled with 
rain, snow in some parts of the republic and cooler temperatures. This caused 
some agricultural crops to suffer in a number of locations, particularly the 
Nakhichevanskaya ASSR and Astarinskiy and Lenkoranskiy Rayons. 


The late spring has caused delays in the cotton sowing. Last year this work had 
been completed in most areas by this time. This should not be regarded, however, 
as cause for alarm, If the sowing is conducted quickly and well, we can make up 
for the time that was lost for the development of plants. This should be given 
special attention in regions of cotton cultivation, 


We have stressed in the past--and we are still of this opinion--that no farm or 
rayon should ignore orders concerning the planting dates of cotton or other crops. 
These dates should be determined by local administrators on the basis of the recom- 
mendations of the agronomical service, in line with locai conditions. But there is 
no time to lose here. I think that if we utilize the abundant experience accumu- 
lated in the planting of cotton in recent years in the republic, we can lay a foun- 
dation in April for the production of a record harvest of Azerbaijani cotton this 
season. 


Winter grain crops are doing well; the rain has boosted their development. It 
would be wrong, however, to feel complacent at this point. All of the necessary 
\grotechnical measures must be taken on schedule so that each hectare will produce 
a few more quintals of grain than they did last year. We must not miss the plant- 
ing dates for spring crops, particularly corn, and all of this work must be of 

high quality. Corn is to be planted on 5,000 hectares with the aid of industrial 
technology. I am certain, however, that a good harvest of this valuable crop could 
also be gathered from other areas if the planting were to be organized in strict 
accordance with agrotechnical standards. 


The present state of affairs in vegetable farming is promising. The harvesting of 
early vegetables this year took place earlier than in all previous years. As we 
have already heard, a total of more than 3,000 tons of produce has been procured and 
sent to the central regions of our country. Now it is important not to slow down; 
we must work with maximum efficiency and keep up the good reputation of the vege- 
table farmers in Azerbaijan in April by sending as much produce as possible to 
Moscow, Leningrad and other large centers in the nation. 





As specialists have assured us, the work in vineyards is going well. We must 
launch an extensive struggle to create a genuine abundance of grapes and obtain a 
record harvest of the amber clusters from our emerald-green plantations in the 
first year of the llth Five-Year Plan. The work in our orchards must be just as 
intense. They also have a good chance of producing a record harvest of fruit in 
1981. 


We took a step forward in the first quarter in animal husbandry. Meat and milk 
procurement plans were overfulfilled by 10 percent and the egg plan was overful- 
filled by 19 percent. We are pleased that « average weight of the cattle we 
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turn over to the state has reache! 309 kilograms, which is a good indicator, and 
that the average milk yield has tacreased by 27 kilograms (this cannot be called 

an excellent result, but it is nonetheless a higher figure than in the firet quarter 
of last year). Animal husbandry workers must make an even greater effort to con- 
solidate these accomplishments in the second quarter and rise to a higher level in 
the production of major animal husbandry products in the first half-year. We must 
do everything within our power to ensure that the first year of the llth Five-Year 
Plan is a year of dramatic development in this important branch of republic 
agriculture, 


Interrayon territorial animal husbandry conferences, convened for the first time in 
the republic, are expected to provide effective assistance in the resclution of 
this problem. At these conferences, the current state of affaires will be analyzed 
in depth and concrete measures will be planned for each rayon and farm. 


The agricultural year, Comrades, has begun. The work is going well in all areas of 
production, and competition is growing more intense with each day. It is time to 
give some thought to the coming harvest season, to ensure the exemplary condition 
of all equipment and to establish good conditions for successful work in the 

fields. We must also give serious consideration to the preparation of cotton, 
grape, vegetable and fruit processing enterprises for the acceptance of the 

coming harvest, arrange for all necessary repairs and put all equipment in good 
working order. We must also pay more attention to construction work in rural areas. 
After all, it is directly related to agricultural production. 


In short, the objectives set for 198° are grand ones, and it is our duty to strive 
for their successful attainment so that the best possible results can be achieved 
in the production and p ocurement of all agricultural products. I would like to 
express my certainty tuat agronomists and all agricultural specialists will play 
an important role in the attainment of these grand and impressive objectives. 
There is no doubt that rural workers in Azerbaijan, through the extensive incorpo- 
ration of scientific achievements and progressive experience, will enhance produc- 
tion efficiency and improve the quality of work and will thereby conscientiously 
carry out the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the tasks set by Comrade 

L. 1. Brezhnev.

VAYNO ON AGRICULTURAL MANAGEMENT IN ESTONIA

Party of Estonia: "An Important Component of the Agro-industrial Complex") 


[Text] The party has outlined concrete measures to be implemented during the Eleventh 
Five-Year Plan further to improve the welfare of the people. Systematic improvement in 
their supply of foodstuffs occupies a special place in this program. At the initiative 
of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, a special food program is being developed which should forge 
closer links between agriculture and those branches involved in the storage and proces- 
sing of its products. The achievement of further improvement in our agriculture con- 
stitutes the basis of this program. 


ficieat use of agricultural land, improvement of workiag conditions and standards of 
roducticn in the fields and on the farms and broad introduction of the latest methods 
and advances in science and technology--these are the main ways to increase agricul- 
tural production. At the same time, practical experience demonstrates that organiza- 
tion of efficient operation of the entire agro-industrial complex depends upon the 
» lution of administrative and management problems and the establishment of strong 
economic ties between its various components. 


Improved operations, higher yields 


Over the course of the Tenth Five-Year Plan the kolkhozes and sovkhozes of Estonia in- 
creased their agricultural production and sales to the state. But identical adminis- 
trative conditions and management procedures frequently produce substantial contrasts 
in end results. So now that the results of Tenth-Five-Year-Plan operations have been 
tallied, analysis of both their successes and their miscalculations becomes of vital 
importance for improving the work of the republic party organization in the country- 
side. 


The average annual grain yield over the past five-year plan periou came to 26.2 quin- 
tals per hectare, 2.2 quintals more than in the preceding 5-year period. In addition 
to the increase in yield, grain production also increased because of an expansion in 
sown area. The overall increase in gross grain yie.d was 28 per cent. This made it 
possible to sell the state 55,400 tons, that is 8 per cent more grain than called for 
by the five-year plan, and permitted farms more fully to satisfy the concentrate needs 
of their livestock. 


Further mechanization of labor-intensive operations, improvement in feed-production 
technology and the employment of specialized production teams have also helped to 




















strengthen the feed base, Last year, for example, it precisely a skillful organiza 
tion of labor that made possible for the first time in many years the overfulfillment 
of hay and fodder procurement plans, the quality of the product being highly rated at 
the same time, 


Average annual purchases of animal products have risen as well: purchases of cattle 
and poultry up by 23 per cent, milk by 15 and eggs up by 24 per cent. 


The republic has successfully met all targets for sales to the state of all types of 
agricultural products. The full potential available has, nevertheless, yet to be 
tapped; some branches are even falling behind. As compared with the preceding period, 
for example, the potato yield over the course of the Tenth Five-Year Plan period was 
down from 163 to 145 quintale per hectare. True, the gross potato yield did remain at 
the same level, since the area sown to potatoes had been expanded by more than 3000 
hectares; but the target for sales to the state was achieved by purchases from che 
people. 


The five-year plan for potato production was only 78 per cent fulfilled, however. And 
references to unfavorable weather conditions are far from always being fully justified. 
One of the main reasons remains the fact that our potato-seed growing efforts are still 
carried on at low, inadequate levels, while many farme make virtually no effort to re- 
new their strains. 


it is above all the practical experience of the leading farms that gives evidence of 
our substantial capacity for higher agricultural production. The grain yield on Vam- 
bola Kolkhozg in Vil'yandiskiy Rayon over the years of the Tenth Five-Year Plan, for 
example, rose 34, potato yield 19 per cent. In 1980 it harvested 44.2 quintals of 
grain per hectare and 281 qu.ntals of potatoes. The 9 May Kolkhoz in Paydeskiy Rayon 
last year harvested 39.3 quintals of grain and 251 quintals of potatoes per hectare. 
The farm's average annual milk yield per cow over the Tenth Five-Year Plan period came 
to 5,121 kilograms. One of the leading dairy milk women works here, Virve Khansen, who 
together with Leydoy Peyps, Hero of Social Labor and winner of the State Prize of the 
USSR, of Vil'yandi Sovkhoz is in charge of socialist competition among republic live- 
stock specialists. 


Vinni and Sur'yu Sovkhozes have achieved good results in increasing soil productivity; 
Paala Kolkhoz in Vil'yandiskiy Rayon and Vyayke-Maar'ya in Rakvereskiy Rayon have be- 
come notable for their high milk yields. And Estonia has growing numbers of farms like 
this. Party and economic administrative organs are devoting greater attention to gen- 
eralization and introduction of their experience. 


At rayon level 


Greater concentration and specialization constitutes an important aspect of all efforts 
directed toward further increasing the efficiency of agricultural production. In the 
course of our search for ways to make improvements in this vital area, we have come to 
the conclusion that it would be to advantage to create agricultural and agroindustrial 
associations as a new organizational form of managing kolkhozes, sovkhozes and procure- 
ment, processing and other enterprises and organizations. 


We plan to change all rural administrative regions over to the new administrative sys- 
tem during the first half of this year. Following this reorganization at rayon level 
it will be necessary to etudy the feasibility and means of improving the republic's 
entire agro-industrial complex. 
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Ae far ae the firet stage, that of rayon-level agro-industrial associations, is con- 
cerned, thie administrative form and ite effectiveness have already been practically 
demonstiated, As an experiment, the republic has organized the Vil'yandiskoye rayon 
cOst=accounting=based agricultural association and the Pyarnuskoye agro~industrial as- 
sociation, 


The management of agricultural production, the provision of administrative services 

and support and matters connected with agricultural product processing are concentrated 
in the hands of 4 single organ, the rayon territorial production association, which ie 
invested with specific powers and the control of certain economic levers, ite statue 
involving its maintenance of administrative independence and jurisdiction over the 
enterprises and organizations comprising it. 


Close cooperation contributes to successful accomplishmest at rayon level of euch 
short= , a8 well as long-range, social and economic development taske as rational 
siting of production facilities, equalization of economic conditions and the strength- 
ening of economically underdeveloped farms, increasing the interest all enterprises 

of the rayon agro-industrial complex have in final resulte and the construction of 
production, residential and cultural=-domestic services facilities. Associations re- 
distribute surplus and unusable equipment, transport, materials and other resources 
among their members on a widespread basis. Centralized funds to finance development, 
mutual assistance, social services and economic incentives have also been set up. 


rolkhog and sovkhozg contributions to these funds are established with respect to groups 
of farms on the basis of production conditions (the quality of their land, their assets, 
"anpower resources, etc.). The association council determines how large these central- 

ed tunds are to be and establishes the procedures to govern their utilization in ac- 
ordance with the immediate needs of the rayon as a whole and possibilities for their 
use. 


Centralized funds are channeled primarily toward covering expenditures for production 
s,ecialization and cooperation and the provision of comprehensive assistance to farms 
with the worst conditions of production. As a result of the attention the Pyernuskoye 
agro-industrial association has given to those farms which are lagging behind, for ex- 
ample (in the form of preferential provision of equipment, mineral fertilizers and 
specialists), their production growth rates last year were substantially higher than 
the rayon average. in 1979, for example, there were 4 farms in the rayon with average 
milk yields per cow below 3,000 kilograms; this year there were none. The average milk 
yield on the underdeveloped farms rose last year by 442 kilograms, while the increase 
for the rayon as a whole was 24] kilograms. Raising production levels on those farms 
which have fallen behind has made possible the achievement of high production rates 
for the rayon overall. 


The new system of agricultural production management is also embodied iv the integrated 
training plans of the Vil'yandiskiy and Pyarnuskiy raykoms of the Communist Party of 
Estonia. Councils of primary party organization secretaries, for example, have been 
formed in the production areas, which now constitute the elements coordinating a1] 
organizational and political work at the local levei, on the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 
Area methods councils have been organized within the system of party and economic edu- 
cation whose members include communists with the best training background and a rich 
fund of personal experience in propaganda work. 


it must be admitted, however, that mutual relations and economic ties with associations 
and enterprises within other jurisdictions are not yet adequately ceveloped and do not 
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fully insure their interest in and responsibility for the end results of production, 
Narrow departmental interests are a definite cause of difficulty in the funetioning of 
the rayon component of the agro-industrial complex and, of course, to a certain extent 
reduce its economic efficiency, The organisational and economic structure of the rayon 
component should therefore be further improved on the basis of @ generalization of the 
experience of all republics and written into the documents involved. 


1981 goals 


The plan for the first year of the Eleventh Five-Year Plan period calle for grain yield 
to be increased to an average of 30, potato yield to 185 quintale per hectare and (an 
average) of 3750 kilograms of milk to be obtained from each cow. As compared with last 
year's real levels, Geat purchases are to rise four, those of milk five and one-half 
per cent, 


Ase wae the case during the preceding period, increases in agricultural production dur- 
ing the Eleventh Five-Year Plan will come entirely as 4 result of higher labor produc- 
tivity, that is, of further increases in crop yields and livestock and poultry produc- 
tivity, improvement in production and administrative organization, efficient utiliza- 
tion of equipment and of increases in the livestock population. 


A good foundation has been laid for successful realization of these plans. There is 
firet of all a strengthened and improved material-technical base. Over the course of 
the past five yeare alone the republic's kolkhozes and sovkhozes have received 13,000 
tractors, |,08/ high-capacity feed-harvesting machines along with a great deal of other 
equipment. The power-worker ratio rose by almost 15 per cent during this period. 





Farme are making increasingly effective use of their machinery. Production of the 
K-700 and T=150K heavy-duty tractors was up |.5-fold during the Tenth Five-Year Plan 
period, for example. This has been achieved in consequence of the republic's design 
and manufacture of a number of types of agricultural machinery and equipment for opera- 
tion on stony soils. 


The republic has also successfully introduced a system of specialized technical mainte- 
nance; this type of service now embraces 95 per cent of the tractor and combine park. 
More than a third of all farm vehicles, and all Goskomsel 'khoztekhnika vehicles, pass 
through specialized technical maintenance centers and points. Over the course of the 
five-year-plan period the new-vehicle assembly, tune-up and adjustment points of Gos- 
komse! 'khoztekhnika-Estonia turned over to kolkhozes and sovkhozes more than 30,000 
vehicles ready for operation, which made it possible for farms to save some 500,000 


man-hours. 


But just as before, the workers in agriculture still have much to expect from the de- 
sign bureaus and industry. Over the course of many years now the republic's farms 
have felt the critical shortage of agricultural implements to use with the K-700 and 
T-150K tractors. Neither are there sufficient six-row implements for potato cultiva- 
tion and tedder rakes with active teeth. 


Kolkhozes and sovkhozes are also inadequately supplied with heavy-duty handling ma- 
chinery and equipment and machinery for full mechanization of vegetable and feed root- 
crop cultivation. They are also feeling the shortage of machine tools for their work- 


shops. And this list is far from complete. 


The farms are trying to fill the gaps left by industrial enterprises with their own 
manpower resources: they are setting up to fabricate a number of machines and units 
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in their own shops, This takes skilled member of the work force away from their pri- 
mary taske and forces the expenditure of materials for purposes for which they were 
not intended, 


Despite the substantial additions of heavy-duty tractors to farm inventories, the need 
for them republiewide, based upon norms established by the Estonian Ministry of Agri- 
culture jointly with the Estonian Inetitute for Scientific Research on Agriculture and 
Reclamation and approved by Gosplan USSR, remains unsatisfied. The requirement for 
K-700 tractors, for example, has been met to the extent of only 25 per cent, that for 
the T-150K 53 per cent and for the MT3 57 r cent. There remains a shortage of fodder 
harvesting machinery as well. 


ite highly productive dairy husbandry is the basic sector of Estonia's agricultural 
industry. The development of a stable feed base anc full supply to the farms of 
high-grade coarse and succulent fodders is of decis. « importance for ite further 
development. Accomplishment of this task requires the development of a group of 
machines which would permit the harvesting of fodder under any weather conditions, 

full equipment of farms with this machinery and a continued search for new feed~produc- 
tion technologies. 


Still awaiting their solution are such problems as the development and introduction of 
industrial methods of cultivating and harvesting turnips, sugar and semisugar beets 
and potatoes with the application of highly effective herbicides, the need for which 
has long gone unmet. And according to the most careful, conservative calculations, 

if all orders for herbicides were filled, the republic could produce another 60-70,000 
tons of milk each year.

LNDUSTRLAL PLANNING LN BELORUSSIA NEGLECTS REGIONAL DEVELOPMENT CONS LDERATIONS 
Minsk PROMYSHLENNOST' BELORUSSII in Russian No 11, Nov 80 pp 23-24 
[Article by economists A. Rys' and §. Laguta: “Based Upon City and Branch Interests") 


[Text] Everyone is aware of the importance of integrated planning for regional eco- 
nomic and social development. But with the methodology currently employed, branch 
planning unfortunately continues to outpace the development of territorial plans. In 
our view, priority can be attached to neither the one nor the other. We also believe 
that it is indispensable for ministries and departments to coordinate both long- and 
short-term planning and the technical and economic basis for it with local soviets of 
people's deputies. Local organs will then be able to develop more effective plans for 
territorial economic and social development. Territorial plans should in turn become 
part of a unified plan for republic economic and social development and the basic 
reference materials for ministries and departments in the formulation of solidly based 
decisions concerning the economic and social development of subordinate enterprise and 
organizations. 


As things stand now, in accordance with the schedules and procedure established by 
Gosplan BSSR, a city planning commission prepares two economic and social development 
plans--a plan for development of city operations and industry under gorispolkom juris- 
diction and a comprehensive city economic and social development plan. The former is 
prepared and then approved at a session of the city soviet of people's deputies in 
December of the year preceding that covered by the plan, the latter in March of the 
year covered by the plan. The plan covering city operations and its basic indicators 
are prepared within the limits of the control figures established by Gosplan BSSR si- 
multaneously with the development of branch plans. 


In considering and then passing a law concerning the state plan of economic and social 
development for the oblast and Minsk city and establishing basic directions and indi- 
cators for branch development, a session of the BSSR Supreme Soviet sets up a rigid 
framework for territorial and branch plans. In order to increase the effectiveness of 
territorial planning, a plan should be prepared immediately before the beginning of the 
period it covers so as to permit inclusion of its city development indicators. This 
would obviate the necessity for preparation of city development plans which become in- 
tegral components of comprehensive plans. 


Success in the development of comprehensive, integrated plans for social and economic 
development depends to a great extent upon how well the work of central and local 
planning organs is coordinated. What we are speaking of here above all is a single 
methodological approach to be adopted from bottom to top to the monitoring of progress 
in the realization of integrated plans. It should be said that the republic Gosplan 
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has done much in recent years to standardize and unify the system of indicators and 
the methods and procedures employed in connection with integrated territorial planning. 
In 1978, for example, recommendations were approved concerning the methods to be em- 
ployed in preparing plane for the economic and social development of oblaste of the 
Belorussian SSR. A comprehensive plan is accordingly being prepared and submitted for 
Minek city as well, But the cange of indicators developed in accordance with these 
methodological recommendations does not satisfy the city's need for integrated develop- 
ment; personnel of local planning organs, with the aseietance of scientific research 
organizations, have therefore developed and put into effect recommendations concerning 
methods to be employed in preparation of an integrated plan for the economic and social 
development of Minek city. Hence the current need, with respect to the city, for a 
centralized approach to the development of methods to be applied in the formulation of 
regional plane. The task of local planning organs and all economic managers lies in 
insuring that these plane take the greatest possible account of existing potential and 
capacities, not only for increasing production rates, but aleo .or meeting the social 
needs of working people.

BSSR MINISTRY OF EDUCATION CITED FOR MISUSE OF FUNDS 
Minsk SOVETSKAYA BELORUSSIYA in Russian 21 Mar 81 p 3 


[Article: "In Circumvention of Directive Requirements, In the People's Contre 1 Commit- 
tee of the BSSR"] 


{Text) The BSSR People's Control Committee has discussed the question "The Unsatisfac- 
tory Performance of the Ministry of Education of the BSSR in Connection with Instruc- 
tions from Directive Authorities to Improve and Reduce the Operating Costs of the Ad- 
ministrative Apparatus." It was established in the course of an investigation conducted 
jointly with the BSSR Ministry of Finance that top officials of Minpros BSSR [BSSR Min- 
istry of Education] (Minister M. G. Minkevich and his deputy, B. K. Yarotskiy) had 
failed to take effective measures to improve and reorganize the structure of the admin- 
istrative apparatus of institutions of public education and cut the cost of operating 
it, nor had it developed any to deal with the problem; it had not exercised proper con- 
trol over expenditure of funds for salaries of administrative personnel or been strict 
in holding accountable those responsible for spending more than maximum amounts allo- 
cated. There had been frequent gross violations of instructions in force. The admin- 
istrative apparatus of the Minpros BSSR system continues to grow and at a faster rate 
than the increase in total number of ministry professional workers. Over the period 
1975-1980 it grew by 1800 persons (8.9 per cent), while the number of workers increased 
by 700 (0.3 per cent). This may be explained in part by the opening of new institutions 
and the establishment of new organizations, but it is due for the most part to the fact 
that new people are being brought on board illegally and to a failure to take the neces- 
sary steps to reorganize the administrative structure. 


Comrade Leshko, chief of the financial planning administration, and comrade Lomako, 
senior ministry accountant, have failed to discharge their responsibility for monitoring 
expenditures for salaries of administrative personnel and hav: submitted no proposals 
for cutting administrative costs. Taking advantage of this lack of control at the top, 
the heads of many oblast, city and rayon departments of public education have illegally 
expended funds for administrative purposes and the operation of passenger vehicles to 
the tune of 1,102,300 rubles. They paid 120 administrative salaries at the expense of 
maintenance personnel. According to central administrative estimates alone, comrade 
Lomako winked at overexpenditures for long-distance telephone calls during 1979-1980 
totaling 3000 rubles. Procedures governing preparation of documentation and reimburse- 
ment of expenditures for official travel are not being followed. 


Central ministry accounting personnel have failed to exercise their due responsibility 
for verifying the accuracy and reliability of accounting data concerning expenditures 
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for administrative salaries and accept information from subordinate institutions with- 
out analysis and verification, In their accounts for 1979, for example, the heads of 
the Vitebsk and Brest departments of public education showed actual expenditures cut 
to the level of planned allocations, thereby covering up overexpenditures of 136,900 
and 111,000 rubles. Similar irregularities have occurred in Verkhnedvinskiy Rayon in 
Vitebskaya Oblast, Drogichinskiy and Stolinskiy Rayons in Brestskaya Oblast, Goretakiy 
Rayon in Mogilevskaya Oblast and in Leninskiy and Moskovekiy Rayons in Brest city. 


Cases have been found within the ministry organization of purely formalistic attitudes 
being adopted toward achievement of cost-reduction targets in connection with reducing 
expenditures for administrative salaries. 


in violation of established procedure, deputy minister comrade Yarotskiy and the heads 
of a number of oblast and rayon departments of public education approved estimates of 
expenditures to cover administrative costs in amounts exceeding the maximum sums they 
had in fact allocated for these purposes, which made it possible to cover up overexpen- 
ditures. 


Centralized accounting and finance offices at ministry le-el, as well as in the Gomel'- 
skiy and Mogilevskiy oblast and a number of city and rayon departments of public educa- 
tion are failing to prepare estimates of administrative expenditures and then to verify 
actual expenditures with regard to maintenance and service organizations and institu- 
tions. 


cach year ministry officials obtain allocations for newly established institutions and 
organizations from Gosplan and Minfin BSSR [BSSR Ministry of Finance] without proper 
justification, allocations which in some instance considerable exceed the actual re- 
irement involved, and then use these funds to increase existing staffs and cover 
verexpenditures. For 1979, for example, 325,400 rubles were requested, 166,000 allo- 
cated, but only 120,000 expended, or 72 per cent of the amount approved and 37 per cent 
of the amount requested. The Gomel'skiy and Minskiy oblast departments of public edu- 
cation submitted requests to the ministry for 85,900 and 63,000 rubles respectively; 
vut of the 15,000 and 32,000 rubles allocated only 13,900 and 10,600 rubles were spent. 


Gross violations of procedure were also involved in the pay raise given public educa- 
tion employees. Instead of looking for internal sources of funding, eliminating un- 
necessary items and improving the administrative structure, the ministry last year 

‘omitted to Minfin BSSR a padded request including the necessary, which made it pos- 
sible to cover overexpenditures and fund salaries for 74 administrative slots without 
specifically earmarked appropriations. 


There has been no monitoring of the use of official passenger vehicles or of efforts 
to reduce expenditures for vehicle maintenance. The Minskiy oblast, Grodnenskiy city 
and Ve ckhnedvinskiy, Goretskiy, Zhlobinskiy, Pruzhankiy, Slavgorodskiy and Smolevich- 
skiy rayon departments of public education put not limits on their vehicle maintenance 
expenditures and permit the use of vehicles for other than their intended purposes. 


Deputy minister comrade Yarotskiy is heavily responrible for these shortcomings. He 
failed to put a timely stop to these irregularities and, without knowledge of the true 
state of affairs, continued his allocations of funds to organizations in excessively 
great amounts. 
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In auditing the financial and administrative operations of subordinate inetitutions 

and organizations, the ministry control and auditing department (headed by comrade 
Purtov) has looked only superficially into the matters of maintenance of staff-eatimate 
discipline and administrative expenditures and failed to uncover the true facta con- 
cerning wasteful expenditure of financial resources and the reasons for such excesses. 
As a rule, a review of the results of this financial and administrative performance 
faile to find a reflection of the status of staffing and estimate discipline and of 
administrative expenditures in ministerial directives. Oblast and the Minsk city 
departments of public education monitor lower-level performance in subordinate insti- 
tutions. 


After reviewing the material gathered in the course of the investigation, the BSSR 
People's Control Committee pointed out to BSSR Minister of Education M. G. Minkevich 
the serious shortcomings revealed in connection with implementation of directives con- 
cerning improveme rt and reduction of the cost of operating the administrative appara- 
tus and required that he take steps to regulate expenditures for administrative opera- 
tions. 





V. S. Leshko, chief of the financial planning administration, and G. P. Lomako, chief 
accounting officer of Minpros BSSR, have been severely reprimanded for failure satis- 
factorily to monitor maintenance of staffing and estimate discipline and the use of 
appropriations in extreme amounts to cover administrative costs and the operation of 
official passenger vehicles. Cognizance has been taken of the minister's assurance 
that he will strengthen direction of the financial planning administration. 


E. A. Purtov, chief of the auditing and control department of Minpros BSSR, has also 
been severely reprimanded for failure to insure intradepartmental control of adminis- 
trative expenditures; he has been warned that if he fails properly to regulate opera- 
tions in the area with which he has been entrusted he will be removed from his posi- 
tion. 


The BSSR People's Control Committee required comrades Leshko, Lomako and Purtov to ap- 
pear at a meeting of the ministry organization with an explanation of the reasons for 
the irregularities for which they were responsible and a report on the steps they were 
taking to remedy the situation. It took cognizance of the fact that the material 
gathered in the course of the investigation of BSSR Minpros institutions had been re- 
viewed by the Brest and Minsk oblast, the Kobrinskiy, Minskiy and Novopolotskiy city 
and the Baranovichskiy, Berezovskiy, Gantsevichskiy, Drogichinskiy, Pinskiy, Pruzhan- 
skiy, Stolinskiy, Leninskiy and Moskovskiy Brest-city rayon people's control commit- 
tees. Guilty officials have been brought to disciplinary and material account. 


The matter of the responsibility of B. K. Yarotskiy, deputy minister of education of 
the BSSR, will be taken up after he returns from training. 


The people's control group of Minpros BSSR (P. K. Zasinets, chairman) has been charged 
with responsibility for continuous monitoring to insure proper utilization of financial 
resources for administrative purposes.

BSSR SUPREME COURT URGES BETTER OBSERVANCE OF WORKERS' RIGHTS

Article: "Plenum of the BSSR Supreme Court") 


(Text) A plenum of the Supreme Court of the BSSR met in regular session under the 
chairmanship of A. G. Bondar’. It heard and discussed a report by V. G. Sidorenko, 
deputy chairman of the BSSR supreme court, on the application by republic courts of 
legislation governing reinstatement in employment. 


The plenum took note of the fact that the courts are deciding cases in this category 


for the most part correctly. But there are shortcomings in their performance at the 
same time. Not all cases involving reinstatement in employment are being heard within 


the period of time required by law. The courts are still only rarely imposing upon 
officials responsible for dismissals without the consent of trade union committees or 
involving other clear breaches of law responsibility for compensation for losses to 
terprises, organizations or institutions in connection with payment to employees for 
we periods of their forced absence from work. 


The plenum required that courts improve their handling of cases involving reinstatement 
in employment. Guided by the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, the Council of Min- 
i-ters of the USSR and the AUCCTU, "Further Improvement of Labor Discipline and Reducing 
Personnel Turnover in the National Economy," they are to contribute in all their work 

to insuring strict compliance with labor legislation and strengthening labor and pro- 
duction discpline and unfailingly to uphold the workers’ and employees’ rights guaran- 
teed by the USSR Constitution as well as the interests of state and public enterprises, 
institutions and organizations. 


in order to prevent violations of labor law the courts should, when necessary, hear 
labor cases in visiiing sessions with the participation of representatives of society 
at large. They should also issue court reports on breaches of labor legislation and 
deficiencies in the performance of local trade-union committees. 


The plenum also heard a report by deputy chairman of the BSSR Supreme Court L. K. Zay~- 
tsev concerning judical practice in cases involving evasion of socially useful labor 
and instances of prolonged indulgence in a parasitic way of life. 


The plenum pointed out that evasion of socially use.ul labor is incompatible with the 
principles of socialism; a fight against this crime is therefore a responsibility of 
all law-enforcement agencies. There are meanwhile substantial shortcomings in court 
performance in both the handling of cases in this category and the conduct of pre- 
ventive work. ; 


The plenum required that courts remedy the deficiencies that have been identified and 
devote greater attention to the prevention of these crimes. 
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
